High manurinz, thorough oultivation, and 
the froe use of vegetable matter lik ick, 
aro the best of precautions for preventing to « 
considerable extent, the effects of drow: hte, 
Monars. Lawes and Gilbert, of England, in 
their experiments found thatheayily manured 
soils rotained to a depth of thirty-six inchos 
many tons more water than adjoining lands

Both of these places were 
quickly enveloped in flames, and with alarm- 
idity all the recently erected businges 
ines became one sheet of fire. 7 


toro, Mr, B, Bailoy’s rosidenco, the Govern- 
ment offices, tho gaol, Capt. J, Irving’s waro- 
house and office, Moasra. Beor & Manaoll’s 
godorsl store, Mr. A. B, Gray's branch estab- 
lishment, Mr. McQuarrio’éshoo store, Kudlong’s 
upholstery place, Oppenheimer Brog. ware- 
house, Gannon’s butcher shop, and a numbor 
of othor houses are entirely swept out of 
existence, The fire wan caused through the 
caréle#ences of an intoxicated man who fell 
asloop in the Caledooia Hotel. and who is 
said to have perished in tho flames.

Food for Milch Cows. 


H.R. W. asks what isthe bost fall and 
wintor food for milch cows to keep up their 
flow of milk, and at tho same timo keep thom 
in good conditio: ot too fat-nor too thin, 
Also, whether coro meal and bran is not a 
001 mixtare to produce milk, or if bran alone 
is tho best food, and what is tho best and 
cheapoat food for cows in the winter season, 

Theso are vory important questions, .and 
Will’ be answerod difforently by dairymon of 
difforont oxperionce, It would bo of great 
advantage to the dairy intorost if it could 
scientifically giye absolute answer to these 
questions ; but thas poriod has not. arrived, 
Laroful experiments with tho numerous and 
appropriate foods for milch cows hayo. not 
beon mado #6 that any ore can juatly point 
tu aay one food or particular combination of 
foods, and say ‘'this is the beat food for miloh 
cows.” Experiments haye been quite too 
limited and too partial in reference to the 
comparative valueof milk producing foods 
Oply two or three fools have bsen experi- 
monted with at tho game timo, and then sdl- 
dom in a comparative way, Tho nearest that 
we can como to nawiny the best food for milk 
is to lay down the principles upon which auch 
selections ehould be mado. ‘Tho bost food for 
milk is also the best fond for every purpose of 
the animal body, Milk is eecroted from the 
blood,and has an alm at identical componition. 
sequently the food for milk mudt havo all 
the elemonts of the animsl body in due pro- 
portion, Itis thus evident that dairymen 
should not attempt to find asiogle food fdr 
milk, as tio single food has all the cle nents in 
the right proportion. Yet some are much 
nearer a perfect food than others, 

Tho Germans have made many experiments 
dosigned to test the best proportion of albu- 
minoids (musclo-forming) to carbhydrates 
(hay and fat producing food), Based on those 
experiments, they fix the ratio of albuminoids 
to carbhydrates a 1 to 5,4—exprosned 1:5,4 
Thiw is called the nutritive ratio. Now the 
nutritive ratio of cornmeal is 1:86; of fine 
wheat bran, 1:4.4; oats, 1:6.1; linkeed dake 
(old utyle) 1:2 , linseed meal (new process) 1; 
1,4; cotton uocd moal (decorticatod), Ah.6 5 
red lover hay (good) 1:3.6; 
(very /good) 1:6.1 5 timothy hay, 1 


‘The above examples show tho nutritive ratio 
of somo of the most common foods, good aad 
poor, It will be xeon that red clover end 
meadow bay (a mixture of grasses) come the 
nearest to the Gorman standard for milk; and 
it 1s well kpown that early cut and nicely 
cured clover hay, or a mixture of clover and 
mesdow hay, if of tho host quality, will pro- 
doce a fair yield of good milk. Corn meal, 
it will be seen, has too low a nutritive ratio, 
1:8.6, and the wheat bran has too high a nu- 
tritive ratio—that is, corn has too much starch 
and too little musols forming fool, while tine 
wheat bran has too small a proportion of starch 
and too largo a proportion of muscle forming 
matter. Now these two foods may ho mixed 
togothor in the proportion af ore of cora meal 
to two of fine brag, and the nutritive ratio of 
the mixture will be about right—1:5.9. And 
tho writer hes tod them in thin proporti 
vory protitably, the milk boing quite s: 
tory 10 ‘jusntity and quality, It must be 
noted here that tho cows had also good hay 
with thia mixture of moal and bran. Tho 
nutritive ratio applies to all the food eaten, 
taken togothcr as a ration. If tho cdarae 
fodder givon in winter is poorer thin hay, 
thon the grein part of the ration must bo suf- 
ficiently nitrogenous to balance the poor 
fodder, For instance, a good milk ration 
may be formed, even with wheat straw 
as the bulky todder. This has the lowost 
nutritive ratio, 1:45. That is, having 
only one of muscle. forming to 45 of heat or 
fat-producing matter, That io the extreme of 
poverty in'voarso fodder. Yot a cow woigh- 
ing 1,000 pounds, and in full milk, will bo 
woll rupported, and yield a good flow of rich 
milk, npon 15 or 20 pouuds of this straw, 4 
pounds of fine bran, 3. pounda of linseed or 
cotton-seed meal, and 4 poucds of corn-meal 
por day. Wish cows avorseging S00 potinda 
weight, tho writer has produced a good re- 
eult with 15 pounds of oat atraw, 4 pouuda of 
Vinpretd moal, and { pounds of corn moal per 
day—the cows making 7 pounds of butter per 
wook in February and Marob, . Such a rataon 
this Inst spriojg would coet considerably loss 
than good hay, and would produce 15 por 
vedit, mord dud botlor butter, Oat and barley 
atraw, with the grain ration montionod makes 
avery goo mitk producing food in wintor. 
But for ordinary-sizod cows, porhaps the beat 
milk ration in winter is 12 to 15 pound, of 
good hay, 2 lbs. of oi! moal, 2 lbs, o fine bran

The bést renylt is produced whon this ground 
food is mixod with at loast twice its bulk of 
cuthay or straw, moistened, and allowed to 
liea fow hours in bulk, and warmed up a lit 
tle, never allowing it to go beyond incipiont 
formontation. ‘In this caso the meal is raised 
and romasticated, in the procoys of which it 
becomes thoroughly mixed with saliva, aud 
undergoes tho most completo digestion. 
When fed ia this way, thu writer haw never 
soon any appoatanco of undigosted meal in the 
droppings

In somo bections 
tho roxds are excellent, in othors, they closoly 
resemble cowpaths cr abandoned timbor- 
roads, ‘The Poterson road in Banyor, and 
all who have ever paused it will support me 
in wy asgertion, ix ina most disgracefal con- 
dition f.r a Government road. Since it wea 
made (some score of yoara or more ago) it has 
beon repaired bat once ; wo think,by Govern. 
ment aid ; while monoy has boon showered 
like rain on other places chiefly because those 
who had the expending of tho money were too 
careliss to arcertain which place moat needed 
it. This can be applied jo a thousand other 
places besidoa Bangor, and othor counties be- 
sides Hastings, yet our Local Governmont 
con comylacently tell people that they aro 
opeving up the country with roade, which al- 
moat sliake body and soul apart in going over 
then, 

It is a common thing among tront folks to 
undorrate the traflic of this northern country, 
which is regarded 4 insignificant, By 
“Northorn Country,” I mean a tract of land 
extending from Haliburton to Brudenell, and 
from Madoc to tho Opeongo Lakes, about 100 
miles cithor way, with os fortile a soil as any 
in Ontario, and psopled by no inconsiderablo 
population, chiefly farmers, Where does the 
traffic go? Init to be supposed that our grain 
ean be drawn to Haliburton or Cobden and 
then sold ata prico sutliciont to repay the 
farmer 2 I guess not, 

Yeara ago, whon tho population was small 
and Jumberiog operations were great, the 
farmora had no Gilticulty in selling off their 
surplus produce. Lumbering operations 
have declined two-thirds sinco, whilst 
the population hea correspondingly increased, 
#o it can hardly be wondered at that farm 
produce isadrag. Hay is éither not cut in 
the summer or else never cut in summer; and 
grain, while it fares bettor, brings scarcely 
enough to reimburse the farmer, Add to 
this the necessary dearness of goods, and a 


fairestimateofthofarmors’ burdons injthiscoun- 
try canbeformed. Tho Toronto and Nipiesing 
Railwey have a charter to run through this 
country, but aay do not soem to be “starting 
atit, Deepito tho views to the contrary, we 
have traffic enough in this country to well 
ropsy any private company 

Our local Governmont is bound to open up 
tho country, for it was chiefly by their circa 
Jaca that people zettled here, Provioua Gov- 
eraments give us somo holp, but our prosont 
ono has forgotten anyono lives here, 

My only object in writing this letter was to 
draw attention to the subject ia tho hope that 
some better champion would onter tho lists for 
us, lf weare neglected much longer, the

It is no wondor that people begin to com- 
plain of Ontario autooracy. Yosrs ago, whon 
tho whol» local business of the Western Dis- 
trict was managod by a bench of magistrates, 
oowplainta loud and long were made against 
tho system that then prevailed, and rospon- 
sible governmect was domended. As tho 
country developed and bocame moro populat- 
ed, the concession asked for was conceded, 
and the results of the concession were on all 
hands found to Le good. For forty yeara the 
people benefitted by the chango inaugurated, 
But now the poople ars beginning to think, 
and not without good reason, too, that tho 
country is boing thrown back, truly not to 
the old system that provailel ata period 
whon mout of thoro who are mon now were 
boys, bat toa nystom far more oxolusive and 
for more autocratic than that which provaited 
in Uppor Canada before Lord Darham mado 
his famous report concerning the condition of 
affairs ant government then prevailing in tho 
country wenowlivein, Andwhy? Because 
now, while we have responsible government, 
80 far as our local affairs aro coucornad the 
rosponsibility is placed absolutely beyond the 
immodiate and active reach of tho people, 
When tho responsibility of certa'n appoint 
mouts roated upon Iistriot Councils, County 
Coucveila, Townahip Councils, and Town and 
Villsge C mupci’s, that reeponibility could be 
‘quickly, eneily, aud inexpersivoly roachod, 
but now, under tho autocra y of a Mowat, all

Bee Notes for September. 


BY L. ©, ROOT. 

Tn most locations the season for honoy gath- 
ering to any great extent has now passod. 
Some sections will afford hooey from Sweot- 
scented Clover (Melilot), and othera from 
Golden Rod, Aster, Eupatorium, and other 
fall flowers. In the August Notes I urged 
the necossity of not nedeavoring to sccure 
too much surplus, and thus leave tho brood 
combs with too little honey for the boos to 
winter upon. There will be cases whore the 
honey yield closes very abruptly, when tho 
comba will be fully occupied with brood, and 


the honey almost entirely stored aboye in the 
boxes. i hore this is the case, the boos must 
he fed. Whore fall flowers aro abundant, 


and more honey may be stored thanis neces- 

sary for winter, empty combs should bo sup- 

plied, and honey stored for apriog fooding. 
WHAT SHALL WE YEED ? 

If there are exooptional cases where, from 
improper management, or from cauged reforred 
to above, wo find feeding necessary, what 
shall wo food t....1 answer, let it i pure 
hone. J have heretofore advocated the use 
of the host ‘AY engar, but time has changed 
in our pragtice, ‘Cho darker grades of honey 
bro now ao low ia prico that it is no louger to 
our interest to feod oane sugar and sell our 
honey, But our strongest argument against 
fooding other sweets than honey is, that groat 
offorta must be made by bee-keopers evory- 
whore to prosorve the atandard of purity of 
honoy. For this roason, I urgo that no othor 
food than honey be used for our boor, I am 
well aware that cane sugar may bo used for 
wintoring in euch a manoor that all of it will 
be oonsumed by the bees, but as we advance 
in the business, 1 find it desirable to feed more 
freoly, Whilo so may articles of a sacobar 
ino nature are being so frooly and yilely ad- 
ultorated, beckeopers should avoid oven the 
appoarance «f adulteration. — American Ayri 
culturist for Sept. 1.

Larocque fell, 
exclaiming, ‘‘Sarely you would not asea knife 
on me,” Here young Lef.rt, who was by this 
time thoroughly scared, started along Char- 
lotte ntroot at the top of his speed, Hamlin 
thon, atthe top of his voice, cried “Marder, 
murder,” Numerous persons who were in the 
noighborhood hastoned to the scene, expecting 
nothing more than one of the periodical fights 
which occur iv that vicinity, What was their 
consternation upon arriving to find a man

Garfleld’s Superstition 


CONCERNING THE LENGTIL OF HIS DIRFB—STWLOK 
DISAPPOINTED IN HIS PREDICTIONS, 


A Washington special despatch to the Bos- 
ton Globe, of Angust 19th raya: 

‘Init trao that Presideut Gartield has 
superstitions concerning the length, of his 
lifo?’ asked the correspondent of Msrshal 
Henry to-day. ** Yes indood.” was tho reply, 
‘‘and his ideas on that subject haye afforded 
his friends much amusomont. Gen, Gartiold 
has always had always had an idea that he 
Know exactly how long was to be his lily, 
He used to say that he had forebodings and 
that they always proved correct. When I tirst 
knew Garfield at Hirem College he used to 
say that he should die when he was 33 years 
old, at which age his father died. He resort- 
edtoall sortsof arguments to support his 
theory, but when 33. years came around and 
found him still living, of course he had to 
givetbat up. Soon atter that the war broke 
out, and Garfield enlisted. ‘I know that I 
never return from the war alive,” he used to 
say. ‘I may not bo shot, but will never come 
out alive.” He was made commander of the 
42nd Ohio Volunteer, and though hoe was 
never wounded, I think he had more miracu- 
lous escapes than any man that I over saw. 
He had bullets through his hat and bullets 
through his clothing, but he was not shot. 
He thon became convinced that ho should die 
at 42, He knew that was what the number of 
his regiment was, Ho would goto a hotel,and 
ifthe number of his room chanced to bo 42 
orany productor any multiple of 42, he 
would say: ‘There,do you see that num- 
ber? [tell you it means me.’ Of course, 
his friends would plague him a grost deal 
about this and accuse him of being su- 
perstitious, but he cluog to his belief. Ifthe 
number of a house he was stopping at was 
42 and he know it, he would be uncasy, or if 
it was 84 or 21 it would be all the samo, Ho 
would multiply or divide to suit the case and 
find his 42, We were riding on a railroad 
train togethor once and our car chanced to 
stop opposite toa freight numbered 1427. 
‘There,’ he said, ‘do you see my number!’ 
‘No, where?’ ‘Why, between that 1 and 7.’ 
To-day, the 10th sinco he was shot, he is 49 
years old. I way troubled yesterday on ac- 
count of the coincidence of the numbers, a 
score or more of his<11 friends will under- 
stand why. His mind, howovor, is too 
weary to bo troubled about tho application of 
facts and numerals. His faculties, however, 
are «uito active. Ho sces what is going on 
in the room, His nerves are steady. He 
can hold a glass of water in bis hand ond 
carry it to his mouth without trembling, For 
three or four weeks prior to last Monday the 
Presidont often spoke of home. He long- 
ed to be at Lawnticld, as his piece at 
Mentor ia called. liyadyods of familiar facos 
were recalled to him, and he talked anxiously 
of the time when he should be ablo to meet 
thom again. Since Monday, however, he has 
been too weak to converae upon any subject.”

I would like, Mr, Editor, if you or the Pio- 
foasor would first settle the question, Are wo 
io a district that the geological structure is 
such as to indicate the possibility of obtaining 
good water in the way proposed!

Now, Mr, Editor, as to your comments on 
my lotter, Tho points that I wished to catab- 
lish in my lotter wore not exactly as you put 
them.

That if wo spent the proposed money 
in utilizing our several springs that a large 
portion of our citizens would be supy lied, 
and that wo would be aura of getting 1ome- 
thing in return tor the expenditure instord of 
nothing but a “hole in the ground,” as por 
Prof. Bell's opinion ; and lastly, that tho ex- 
periment would coat more than $600. 

I agree with you that what is required is a 
supply sufficient for the whole city ; but what 
lam oppored to is an attompt to spend 
$1,000 (on the authority that we have now) 
with tho prospects of no good water in the 
ond.

nacle St., 65 ft, on Bridge St., and 50 feet 
from the sidewalk to the top ofthe mansard 
roof, A low tower will surmount the front 
of the building, round which an iron railing 
will run and on which a flagetaff will be fast. 
ened. The tower begins at the base of the 
attic, and is eighteen feot in height, aod will 
be six feet above the main roof. It will be 
14 tect square at the top Tho heighta of the 
different stories will be : basoment,7 ft.

The ground floor will be entirely occupied

Entering the building at the main entrance 
on Bridge St, alarge public lobby will be 
entered, The lobby will beas long as the 
wholo width ofthe building and 16 foot in 
width. Inthe centre of tho wall, facing the 
door, will be the general delivery oftico—balf- 
circular inform, with a wicket at oach side, 
At the right hand side as you enter will boa 
small office for the sale of stamps. On tho 
left side,the public will be admitted by moans 
of a wide passage to anothor small office look- 
ing out from tho main room, where monoy- 
ordera willbe issued and similar business 
transacted. 

The main ottice will bo 50 feet square, di- 
vided by two rows of columns and archos. It 
is unnecessary to say that the intorior will be 
fitted up sumptuously, and with every regard 
for the comfort of the clerks and officials, aa 
well as the convenience ot the public. Tho 
Poatmaster’a private office will be at tho 
south-east corner of the building, on Pinnacle 
Street, The small lobby for the delivery of 
the mail will be at the south-west corner, 
opening on the narrow lano which will run 
betwoon the building and Pitceathly & Kelso’s 
warehouse. The Post Office will be entered 
by a door on Pinnacle)St,, as woll as by the 
maiu ontrance on Bridge St, 

‘The ontrance to the upper part of the build- 
ing will bo on Pinnacle St, Ascending the 
stairs, the visitor will find himself in a large 
hall in the contro of the building, with offices 
opening into it from threo sides. ‘This hall 
will be 28 by 32 ft. in dimensiona, 

CUSTOMS AND INLAND REVEKUB OFFICES. 

The whole of the second story, a5 was said 
before, has been set apart for tho offices of 
the Customs and Inland Revenue Depart- 
ments, ‘The most desirable location has been 
awarded to the Customs officials, Their offi- 
cos will occupy the whole front and part of 
tho west side of the building,and will look out 
on Bridge St. The main office will be in the 
north-west corner, and its dimensions will be 
4121 ft, The Collector's private otfice will 
open into the main office, and the Appraiser’s 
office (at the northeast corner) will open into 
tho Collector's office, Both of these offices 
will be about 20 feet aquare, The whole south 
end of the building will be taken up by the 
Inland Revenue offices. Tho main office will 
be at the south-east cornor,and will be 25» 21 
ft. in size, Tho Collector's private office will 
open into it, and the Laboratory will open 
into the Collector’s office The esst side of 
the hall will be taken up by tho landing of 
tho staircase, lavatories and watoer-closcta 
which will not be used at present, bat will be 
when the city obt: Water supply.

Alderman Dinmond’s second letter on 
this subject contained no new point, boing 
simply a reiteration ef his former views on 
the subject, slightly amplified.

Should 
that meeting be largely attended by heavy 
tax-payers—as it certainly ought to be— 
and should the corclusion which it reaches 
be attained by a Jarge majority of those 
present, the Council will probably feo! 
bound to act upon the determination of 
the ratepayers. 

Meantime if any of our readers has an- 
other feasible scheme to propose, we offer 
the use of our columns for the purpose of 
laying it before the people of the city.

Railway Crossings. 


Frequently, since the commencement of 
traffic on the Grand Junction Railway,hayo 
wo urged that better provision for the safety 
of the public should be made at the croas- 
ings in the city. Wirsatthe Grand Trunk 
authorities, and afterwards the Company 
themselves, who successively operated the 
road,turned a deaf ear to the appeals which 
we made on behalf of the public, We trust, 
however, that the Midland Railway Man- 
ager will prove more complaisent. 

What is required is that notice should bo 
given, especially to drivers of horses and

The necessity for such precau- 
tion was shown a few days ago by the ac- 
cidents which occured at the Church Streot 
crossing and in the vicinity of the Grand 
Trunk junction, and by sundry narrow es- 
capes. As the traffic is constantly increas- 
ing the probability ofaccidents growagreater 
correspondingly, We therefore ask the 
Company to take such steps as are necessary 
to secure the public safety,

Toronto, Sept. 6,—The nominal opening 
horo, yesterday morning, of the Exhibition of 
tho Iuduntrial Association did not attract any 
special notico, although o considerable number 
of visitors wore on the grounds {rom 9 o'olook. | 
There wore indications, bowever, that the 
show will be the best yot held in Ontario,and | 
tho formal opening by the Liout,-Govornor 
on Wednesday morning is likely to take place | 
with grand honors, No offort bas boon eparod | 
to make the exhibition an incontestable suo- 
ots, and to take tho wind out of the sails of 
tho Provincial Exhibition, which will bo held | 
this year at London towards the end of the 
month, Tho Industrial Exhibition Associa- 
tion of Toronto,it may be atated,is a corpora- 
tion consisting chiefly of represontatives of 
various city bodies, such as the City Council, 
the Horticu)tural Society, Board of Trade, 
Manufacturers’ Association and the Corn 
Exchange, und of outside bodies such as 
the Education Department, the Arso- 
ciation of Dairymen ond Fruit Growers 
of Ontario, the Stook Breeders’ Adsociation 
and others. It ix controlled entirely in the 
city, however. It originated with a few en- 
ergotic citizens after the holding of the Pro- 
vinoial Exhibition in 1878. That exhibition 
was agroat advance upon its forerannora 
owing to Toronto energy, sud the city 
determined the following year to attempt to 
maintain an annual show rather than follow 
the provincial fair round among the small 
towns ; the Toronto Industrial Exbibition was 
accordingly formed, as above indicated, with 
» subscription capital of $50,000. The tirst 
show was held in 1878, when 6,600 entries 
wer roceived and $40,000 were taken at the 
gates. Last year, 1880, the entries mounted 
up to 11,000 with corresponding gato receipts 
and the provincial fair was thrown into the 
shade to such an extent that thero was. talk 
of abolishing it altogothor. The entries this 
yoar so far are estimated at 15,000 and more 
Are coming in. The Exhibition will continue 
for two weeks.

THr BUSH FIRES, 


Mr. Joho Hawkins who lives in tho 13th 
ouncession of Hungerford, says the bush fires 
aro very bad iv that locality, whoro they 
utarted afow days ago. So far, the damage 
theroabouta is continod to tho deatruction of 
timber. Yesterday tho men wero obliged to 
atop threshing to fight tho flames. In Hun- 
tingdon, where young Brean was killed last 
wook, the fire, which had beon partially sub- 
dued by the rain, has broken ont again, and 
is swooping through the woods in that soc. 
tion. 

In se\oral othor localities the tlames have 
boon revived by the high winds, and unless 
rain cemea very soon a very large’ amount of 
damago must onaue. 

To tho 10th 11th and i2th concessions of 
Huntingdon the fire has caused very rerious 
damage and the loss has beon very Jarge, 
In the Gordon sottloment the loss has 
beon soverely folt, as standing timber 
‘and fences and fence rails have been 
destroyed by it, The house snd bara 
of William Prentice and those of Wil- 
liam Currie were endangered and only 
through the mort strenuous exertions wore 
thoy eaved.. John Gordon's property waa 
threatened, so also was the Victoria cheese 
Factory. Altogether the loas cauved will not 
be lees than $3,000. In Hungerford Thomas 
Graham wasa loser to the extent of $600, 
whilst John Graham lost $1,000 if not more. 
Aroun'l and about the village of Tweel tho 
ravages of the fire have been seriously folt and 
Daviel Golden is one of the sufferers by it 
About 20 milos north of the village of Madoc 
some men who were engaged in cutting hay 
for the use of the lumber shanties of Rathbun 
& Son duricg the coming season had to flee 
from their task, Tho hay had been cut and 
stacked, bat the progress of the fire and its 
volume was such that the fear engendered by 
it made them leave ina yery decided hurry, 
Sovoral of theso fires are attributed to coon 
huntera who in their eagerness and anxiety 
for a catch havo set fire to tho trees in which 
tho animals were, and the dry season, and the 
strong winds have teaded to incroase and give 
volume to the tlames, Charles Rath,who lives 
near Tweed, lost over 9,000 fence rails and as 
thoy are worth $35 per m, his visitation was a 
yery marked one. In the vicinity of Holloway 
the fire 1s eaid to have been caused by sparks 
from engines and much damage has resulted. In 
the Zion settlement in the Township of Thur- 
low scricus results have tollowed the visits 
of the flames and the same remarks apply to 
the country west of Sidney station and the 
neighborhood of Demcrestville in Prince 
Edward County, Throo borees have died 
from tho effects of the smoke from the fires 
which probably aggravated the affection they 
wero suffering from, [n all the districts 
named the fire is still moving and much 


greater demago is apprehended.

THE [LAME WAVE IN MICHIGAN. 


Whole Countios Burned Ovors 
LOSS OF LIFE. 

Dorpatchos from Detroit, give harrowing 
particulars of tho ravages of forest fires in 
Michigan, For six wooks thore has been no 
rain in tho central and eastorn parte of tho 
lower peninsula of Michigan, and tho woods 
in tho Saginaw Valloy, and in the oountios of 
and St, Clair have 
become as dry aa tinder, The leaves on the 
beech and maple trees bave prematurely fal- 
Jen, and form a dry, rattling carpet on the 
ground. For miles extensive tracta which 
were partially burned in 1872, where obarred 
trunks havo over since Jain, have beocme 
again dry and ccmbuatible, Tho farma ecat- 
tered through all thoro counties, in the elbow 
formed by Saginaw Bay and Lake Hudson, 
haye bien woffvring for water, In tho vil-

Collapse of a Balloon, 


AND THK BALLOONIST FALLS ONE KUNDRED AND 
FIFTY PEET ON A SANDBANK, 


Prof. G. A Rogera made a balloon ascension 
at the Point of Pines, a summer resort at 
Chelsea beach, a few miles from Boston, late

trooped in togethor or ono by one ; when the 
heroine, gradually ascending the gamut of 
passion, struck ail the notes of woe, aod the 
villain scowled and rolled b's eyes horribly and 
laughed his fiendish laugh and the lover pro- 
tested, rolling his r’e like sweet morsels under 
his tongue, ani the old man was by torna 
benignant and irascible, and tho funpy men 
went through his antios as no fanay man was 
ever seen todo in real life—in short, as the 
performanco went on, with what conflictiog 
emotions, with what mingled delight 
and wonder, tears and laughter, wo 
watched it, never losing * word, a gesture 
ora glance, And when the curtain fell 
for the last time, and the performance wes 
over,and we were tiudging homeward through 
the snow, how our minds continually reverted 
tothe heroine and our thoughts dwelt upon 
her lovely face and sweet voico—how wo 
envied the lover whohad the glorious privil- 
ego of clasping her in his arme—and how the 
memory of that night tilled our mind fora 
whole month.

Who 
is there whodoea not romembor his ‘rst 
circus? What peculiar sensations you felt 
when, asmall boy, you first found yourself 
under the high and broad-sprosding canvas, 
especially if it was at night. Tho wide circle 
of seata thronged with human beings, the red 
lights high up under the swelling canvas, the 
hum of innumerable voices, the mysterious 
riog in the centre whore the wonderful things 
were about to take place, the cries of the 
wild beasts from the adjoining tent, and tho 
peculiar amoll from their coges which pervad~ 
ed the air—all combined to invest the whole 
scene with an air of unreality, which the per- 
formance itself did not dispel, bat rather 
strengthened. Tho dazzling, spangled oos- 
tumes of the gentlemen and ladics who ap- 
peared on the beautiful horses ; the unhosrd- 
of feats of strength, skill and agility perform- 
ed by the acrobats, gymnasts, &c,; tho be- 
witching fairies in the form of lovely smiling 
girls, dreased in very short aud very pauzy 
dressosand very little else, whorodeand da iced 
on the bare backs of horses; the grotesquy cor- 
tumes and funny sayings and actions of the 
clowns, who'were continually being whipped by

Byand by, after witneasing eoveral 
performances, one prows accustomed to them, 
and beginu to perceive that the jokes of tho 
clown are not always spontancous, but are 
usually old ones made over, and that he cau 
endnre any amount of knocking down with- 
out bewg really burt; that the foats of the 
acrobats and pymuasts, which are performed 
by thom with such graco and apparent eave, 
are roally hard ate forthem and they tire 
under it, and in watching them one wishes 
they would not oxort themselves so much ; 
that tho trained animals go through their per- 
formances under the influence of fear ; that 
the horses’ backs are covered with rosin beforo 
the riders will venture on them; and (slas 
that it should be so!) that the beings who 
to our youthful gazo appeared as creatures of 
unearthly beauty,aro merely ordinary Women, 
sometimes old and wrinkled, often padded; 
always painted, and who on near view usually 
look anything but prepousessing, even in their 
gauze and spanglos, This isthe experience 
of the majority of people who attend circuses;

The manner iu which he was frustrated is 
follows: Mr. Corbett had noticed a great 
in Vankoughnot’s manner, and con- 
luded that ho had something unusual in 
hand, He therefore mado it a practice to pars 
through the ward on u tour of inspection at all 
sorts of unusual hours, going in slippors so 
that ho could not be heard. On Saturdey 
afternoon he made one of these visitw, aud, on 
looking through the door, xaw Vankoughnat 
inthe wiadow at work, Ho got ono of his 
turnkeys, and the two entered the room. On 
seeing them Vankoughnot almost dropped to 
the floor.

Terrible Effects of the Con- 
flagration. 


The Burning of Richmondyille, 
THLE LURNED REGION, 

A correspondent of the New York Herald 
Rives this account «fa trip through the burn- 
od district: As the steamer passed out into 
Lake Huron it ran into a denso atmosphoric 
ocean of smoke and hazo that was vory pain- 
ful to the eyes, injurious tothe lungs apd 
croating a cloud so donso that at noonday the 
sun merely mado a sickly, yellowish smear in 
tho air, Tho vast cloud of smoke covers tho 
entire lake whore it is eighty to ono hundred 
miles wide with a haze eo diffusod that navi- 
gation is difficult and dangerous, This vision 
extends scarcely one-eigth of a milo from tho 
boat. The shores are invisible, and unseen 
ateamors are heard sounding their fog whi 
io varioua directions, Thousands of 
birds float upon the waters, Bosides birds 
tho waters arc flooked with drowned forest 
insects of overy description. These winged 
citazons of the woos were not slain by the 
aro, but driven by the heated air, flames and 
sparks. Tho latter wero carried to groat 
hoighte, sought the cloar air over the lake and 
Were lost in the smoky haze, probably hurt 
by the foul nir and finslly dropped, tired out, 
ioto the “helming billows ; and if the winged 
birda died it may be certainly concluded that 
the animals and the people could hardly 
escape. ‘The fire appears to have taken itu 
victims by surprise, It may be thought 
strango that with forest fires known to bo in 
the vicinity, with the lossos of ten years ago 
romomberod, and with other instances daily 
heard of that anyone cvuld be surprieed. But 
there aro wood fires yearly; they rarely 
amount to much. Then all hoped to oscape 
and were willing to beliove that the worst was 
over, Tho people did make preparation ; 
they often packed their valuables to take 
away; they oct back fires; they plonghed 
furrows about thoir fa:me; they rosoled to 
fight bravoly for their homes, The danger 
Bont out fore-ronners ; the earth was parch- 
©}, the air heated, everything dried up 
gonerelly. Thera had been brisk winds, but 
as tho tire approached the wind died away, 
Creating a dolusive hopo for escape. Then, 
finally, preceded by showers of burniog 
cindere, the fire, after lingering long on its 
road, perbaps, suddenly rushed forward with 
the epeed of a tast trotting horse and the roar 
otarailway train, The dead wind sprang up 
and blew a hurricane just in front of tho 
flames. Every barrior was leaped, tho very 
seemed allon tire. There was oo resource 
wave in swift flight for the lake or the nearcst 
living wator, So awful was tho heat, and the 
ohower of civders, that a man placed in the 
centro of a newly-ploughed ficld of twenty- 
five acres would inevitably buen to death in a 
short time, A deosoaud deidly amoke clung 
tu the ground. In flying for Jife along the 
roads, tho falling trees, made it necessary to 
abandon teams even if the frightened animals 
could be managed, 

ROADSIDE HORRORS. 

The dense smoke made it dark as night m 
the day time, aud awfyl in the night, but the 
reads were the only paths of safety. One 
inan riding towards the fire, found it rudden- 
ly behind him, and only oxcaved by abandon- 
ing his horee and buggy to tho flamer. Those 
who escaped come in with their clothing 
scorched and oft yn with blistered hands, faces 
and feet, On apace of seven miles on one 
roid six persons dead and dyivg were found. 
One family consisted of the busbond, néarly 
dead, with hair and whiskers gove and face 


|] and Landa peeled, but his feet protected by 


high boots; bis wife, lying near by, had hor 
clothing burned offup to her waist and her 
legs singed; their two children, which they 
wero trying to savo, wore dead, Probably a 
number of parents could baye sayed their 
own lives, but they diedin trying to save 
thoir children. The awful fury of the fire is 
shown in ita eflect upon the oarth ; in places, 
the soilis actually burned to adepth of 
several inches, acres and scres of land havo 
been divested of every living thiny, clear 
down to the very rootsin the ground, leav- 
ing the country as bare au a desert and strewn 
with ashes, In many places one can not 
toll by tho looks the difference between a 
plowed field’ and one on which there was a 
dense-wood, There are square milos of Innds 
already for tho plow, cleared ag thoro'ly an if 
years of labor had been expended upon thom, 
And there are other square miles where tho 
poorer can now make a faym by removing a 
fow yoatterod ghyoks not wholly coneymed, 
and potting up fences. Thero are places 
where the telegraph lineg were so effectually 
destroyed that one cannot even find a vestige 
of the iron wire, A typical caso of tho ruin 
wroughtito thoso who esoaped with their lives 
was that of a farmer named Carr, Ho hada 
large, rich farm, with over one hundred acres 
oleared ; large barns, with stone foundations; 
» handsome, well furnished house, balf a dozen 
horses, a number of cattle, rheop, hoga and 
poultry, a fine orchard, 2,000 bushols wheat, 
noarly a dozen stacks of hay, plenty of oats, 
corn and potatoes ; in short, he was what is 
called a rich farmer, with a farm twenty or 
thirty years old, with every convonioncs and 
comfort. Ho and his wife were past middle 
age, with grown ohildren. They eyery- 
thing necessary for a prosperous, quit, pleas- 
ant old ago; but of all this prosperity thore 
is nothing loft aave ashcs, Houses, foncos, 
barne, horses, cattle, tools, orchard, groin snd 
bay, —overything oxcopt the burned bsro 
ground are gone. Tho rich man and wife of 
yestorday must begin lifo over again to-mor- 
row, with absolutely nothing but thoir baro 
hands and their firo-awept land. 


¥LERING YOR THEIR LIVER, 


Ono experience ip esoapivg is also typical. 
Tho wife was confined to ber bed, sick; the 
husband was tired with tigbting fire, Thero 
wore several obildren. At noon on Monday 
it was evident that they must tly for their 
lives, It aud‘only grow dark, #o dark that 
tho man had difficulty in getting the horses, 
By the time he got them it was ao dark from 
the emoke that ho could not seo to harnose 
thom ; bosides, the amoke blinded tho eyos 
and o) wiod the lungs. He got the horses 
harnessed to the waggon : then he wont into 
tho barn for a neok yoke, and when be came 
out ho could not fiad tho waggon and toam, 
Vor a minute or two ho bad to fool about for 
thora like a blind maa. Thon he went into 
the house and carried his wife out on hor bed, 
bod and all, and put hor in the wagon. Tho 
children got in, and a girl of fifteen drove 
the team off, three miles in the darkness and 
blinding smoke, over a bad road, with trooa 
falling and horsos rorfeotly frantio with tor 
ror. How sho did it sho hardly kaoWwd 
Tho man being loft bobind, jo thake o last 
offort to atart hie cattle, escaped on foot, 
Boforo ho loft, tho barn and farm wore liter 
ally oovored with flying oindors, tho glass of 
tho windows broke with the heat, the bellow- 
ing, moaning cattle gatherod togethor and atag- 
gered aimlessly about, and ax ho got into the 
road the buildings, fenooe, atacka the whdld 
placo—burat into flomer, which mado an 
awful yollow glare intho smoke, With ‘all 
thie the wind blow with fright(ul violence and 
varying gusts; hométimoe the smoke sottlod 
down about him in donse darknons, that 


he staggered from ruffooation, ‘Then the 
amoke would riso before a gust of air, and an 
awful blistoriog heat took the place’ of the 
smoke, ‘The wooda along the road took fire 
bohind, on each side and in front of bim, but 
ho got through safely, happily to find ‘that |

Mr, W, J, Diamond moved that the Chair- 
man of Supplies bo authorized to procuro a 
sufficient supply of coal fortho Central and 
High Schools at the price offered by tho coal 
dealors,—Carried. 

Mr, Jobnsou moved, svondod by Mr. Weu- 
sloy, that the threo Fourth Book divisions in 
Central School be made into two divis 
be taught by Mr, Irwin and Mr, MeKoown ; 
that tho Third Book divisions be taught by 
Miss Urquhart and Miss Clarke; that tho two 
Second Book divisions be taught by Miss 
Northoott and Miss Simpson; and that the 
two Firat Book divisions be taught by Miss 
Roeo Northvott and Miss Mathison, 

Mr. W. J. Diamoad objected to the motion 
on the ground that notice had not been given. 

Mr, Johnron moved a eusponsion of the 
rulos for the purposo of introducing his motion. 
Jn doing so Le gave his reasons for moving it, 
He fourd that there were no more pupils in 
tho three divisi ns than could easily bo taught 
by two teachers, At present there were in 
attendance ia Mr. Irwin's division 33 ; io Mr, 
MeKoowa's, 32; in Miss Urquhart’s, 48 -the 
total nuabor on the rolls being 41 in Mri 
Tewin's division,32 in Mr. McKeown’s, aud 52 
m Misa Urqubart’s, The total number in at- 
tendanco to-day was 113, Lt these throe divi 
sions were divided into two it would give 56 
pupils in cach. Tho average number of pupils 
to a division was 69, Tho services of Miss 
Brownlee, who was now sick and unable to 
teach, could thus easily be dispensed with and 
a considerable saying otfected. 

Mr, W, J. Diamond thought the resolution 
should properly emanate from cithor the 
Chairman of the School Management Com- 
mittee or he Chairman of tho Central School 
Committee. He dissented from the proposi- 
tions coutained in the resolution, The ar- 
rangement of the teavhers as adopted 
by .the Board should not bo altered at 
such short notice, He asked Mr, Irwin's 
opinion of the proposed change,and his auswer 
was that tho change should not take place at 
proeont, Heasked Mr, Johnson to leave 
tho matter in abeyauce untilthenoxt meeting. 
The proposed arrangements would materially 
interfere with the arrangements which had 
alroady been made with respect to the teach- 
ivy of a primary Latin class by Mr, McKeown, 
He objected to having the matter sprung up- 
on the Board in this way, 

Mr. Joboson denied that the mattor was 
being sprung on the Board. ‘ho School 
Managomont Coamitteo had already consider- 
ed the matter in question, and could come to 
no decision on it. With respect to the matter 
of a primary Latin class taught by Mr, Mc- 
Keown, the speaker assorted that it never 
had been ontertained by the Management 
Committco,it was meroly a suggestion put by 
the Chairman, He would himself oppose tho 
introduction of the Classics into the Public 
Schools. ‘Lhe teaching of that tranch should 
be lofe to the High School, 

Mr. Wonsloy objected to tho pupils attond- 
ing tho Central Schools from othor wards, 
whon they could easily be accommodated in 
the ward sohools, Io No, 1 School thero 
wore only 17 pupilwin the ‘Lhird Book divi- 
sion; in another cchool, 16; in anothor, 39. In 


each of there ach was room for 50 
or 60, Tho pupils who ebould fill up therso 
comparatively empty divisions wore now being 
taught in the Central School, Ho did nut 
believe it good coonomy or common sonne to 
keep an additional teacher to teach theso 
pupils when thoy might just as woll be taught

Mr. Northcott thought that inotead of doing 
away with a toacher at the Contral School, 
anothor teacher was required.

Grant v. Beaudry. 
THE FAMOUS ORANGE CASE BEFORE THE QUE- 
BEC COURT OF APPEAL, 


Monrreat, Sept. 12.—'To-day tho case 
of David Grant against Mayor Besudry 
for illegally arresting him while attempt- 
ing to walk the stroote as Grand Marehal of 
the Orange procession on the 12th July, 
1877, was before the appeal side of the 
Court of Queen's Bench. Mr. Doutro, 
for plaintiff, set forth the facts that Mayor 
Boavdry had boen most biased in hia action 
toward the Orangemen, and after the de- 
termination to call out 600 special consta- 
bles ho chose out of the 436 men but four 
English, five Scotch, and ono Belgian, tho 
remaindor boing Irish and French Uana- 
diau Roman Catholics. Mr, Beaudry, st 
was shown,had boon instructed by Edward 
Onrter, adyocato, to arrest tho leaders, and 
thus disorgenize the crowd, and did so, 
The legal aspect of the question aboye was 
beforo the Bench, and Mr. Doutre quoted 
cases to show that he had given svfliclent 
notice of the inauguration of proceedings 
against tho defendant, which is tho tech- 
nical point raised for the defence. Mr. 
Roy, for the city, replied, also citing cases

113 CULTURK AND MANUPACTUME INTO syRUP 
IN THE WKATEGN STATES, AND PARTICULAR: 
LY IN MINNESOTA 


Sugar canohes boon successfully grown inlowa 
and Minnosota for tho last 20 yoars. North. 
ery Minnossots isa colder climate than On. 
tario, and if the Amber sugar oan’ has boon a 
wuccons in that climate, there can be no doubt 
of ite success hore. Sugar cane was planted 
in a number of places in Ontario last noason 
with satistactory resulty,and this year a much 
larger acreago was planted thaa last year, 
Quite a number failed this year through worth 
loss aved. The principal orops of cane raisod in 
Amoliasburg this yoar was from seed that was 
grown by David Piervon, of this township, and 


those who were fortunate enough to pot cane 
seed from him have succeeded in raising crops 
this year, and most, if not all of them, who 
procured seed from our seodmens have failed, 
au the soed did not come up, 

The cultivation of suger cano in this vicinity 
has been so limited that we have no experience 
to offer on that. sore, and the best informa- 
tion at present is ops from a report of 
the discussions of the Cano-Growors’ Conven- 
tion of the Stato of Minnesota, held at Min- 
neapolis Januaty 22nd 1880, which in acon- 
donsed form is ae follows :— 

VARIETIES OF HORGUM, 

Thore are four varieties of sugar-cane, viz.: 
‘Barly Amber,” **Chinose Sorgo,” ‘White 
Liberian, or goose noak” and tho *‘Hondaras,”’ 
The Honduras is vory similar in appearance to 
the Amber Cano, 

Tho Early Amber is the only variety that 
will grow successfully in Ontario, therefore 
it is not necessary bere to speak of any other 
Varicty. 

THE PREPARATION OF THE SOIL 


It was agreed that the land that had pro: 
duned the largest crops was fall ploughed and 
again ploughed and fitted in the spriog, the 
#ame as corn ground, aud any land that will 
produce a good orop of corn will produce a 
good crop of cane, 

TDLE FOR ELANTING, 


‘The resolution of the Convention was :— 
“That cane seed be planted as carly as it is 
possible to work the ground properly, in 
order to avoid the late frosta.”” Therefore ex- 
parsencs must settle the proper time for each 
locality. 


THE SEED AND ITS PREPARATIOS. 


Excopt in a dry season, the aced should be 
seated in warm wator from 24 to 48 hours bo- 
fore planting. Half aniochis deep enough 
to plant, unless tho seaton is very dry. ‘The 
Aagociation resolved that the seed. grown in 
the vicinity of St, Louis is the best seed for 
Minnesota for two years. The seed haga 
valuo of its own for consumption on the farm. 
Tt is good for horaes, hogs, sheep and poultry 
and was consilered by some to 1* equal toa 
crop of oats. Mr, Miller had imported some 
from southorn Indians 11 yeara before, which 
had produced the first yoar stalke from 12 to 
15 feet, but cach sucsecding crop showed a 
feline in height till it grew but 7 or 8 foot 

igh. 


PLANTING, 

Plant just deep enough to secure moisturo. 
Hence oarlier planting should be shallower 
than late plantiog.

‘TIME ‘CO CUT THE CANE. 

Tt was agreod that early cuttiogs had given 
the best results, from the 25th of August to 
tho Ist of September in Minnesota. This 
would not dohore, ay the seed would not 
ripen, Even now, Sept. 5th, cane is Browing 
very rapidly and the seed is not yet in that 
stiff doughy stato which is so desirable to 
securo aved and a large yield of aap, 

HARVESTING, 


The question of stripping tho leaves elicited 
considerable discussion, It was contended by 
some that if the leavos were put through the 
mill on. the stalk, considerablo sap would be 
absorbed, On the other hand it was contend- 
ed that this would uot be the oase, if milla 
of wufficient power wore usod to. express the 
whole of the juice, It was argued that cane. 
growers’ losses wore pauratnies by purchasing 
cheap machinory. Tho Commissioner of Ag: 
riculture stated that the Department exper- 
ments showed little, if any difference between 
stripped and upstripped ; but all agrosd that 
all tops must be removed, as a single top pass- 
ing through the mill would re large amount 
of syrup The cane should be cut mx or eight 
inches from the bottom, and the top should be 
cut from 18 inchos to two feet, Thore is no

Discourse by Rey.T, De Witt Tal- 
mage. 


THE NATION’S WOE 


“And Isaiah said, Take a lump of figs, And 
they took and laid it on the boil, and he recoy- 
ered, ,’—II. Kings, xx., 7 
From tbis chaptor, which I read in full last 
Sabbath at the oponing of the service, I now 
take my text. Good Hezekiah had been giy- 
enupto die by the surgeons and by tho 
clergy. Rtcovery was pronounced an impos- 
sibility. Then God came tothe rescue and 
prescribed for tho sllneay, and a great change 
took place, A lump of tigs was the cool aud 
strong poultice applied to the carbunocle, end 
Hezekiah tires from his sick-bed for fifteen 
more years of earthly existence. Our afllict- 
ed United States President, ia his sufferings, 
has beon the anxiety of all Chrietendom for 
tho last cight weeks, More recently atten- 
tion was diverted from the wound by the ass- 
astin, to the virulent swelling which resisted 
the poultiee,.and the danger which the doc- 
tra asid was imminent and the worst. Con- 
vyalescence a{ter convalescence, rolapse after 
relapéo, and last Saturday a week ho was giv- 
en np to die, All the six or seven surgeons 
decided that he must dic, All the medical 
men throughout the United States, so far as 
heard frow, declared that death was just at 
hand. All’ the nowspap ra said that soon tho 
Prosident would pasa out of life. Those who 
had beon most hopeful became despairing. 
Just in the darkest hour, in answer to the 
prayors that have been going up day and 
night from church and storchouse, from rail 
train and ship's deck, from all the civilized 
nationa of the earth, a change took place, and 
tho symptoms ot tho pationt are more promia- 
ing now than at any timo since tho murder- 
cus revolver attempted its work. I rejoice 
with trombling, but I rojoice and boliove that 
Prosident Garfiold will got woll. But novor 
within your memory or mino has thore boon 
such o conspicuous and indisputable evidonce 
that God honors prayor. Mon who for forty 
years have not offoreda supplication bont the 
knoo during tho last eight wooks, Peoplo 
who had no surpicion that they wore prayin, 
at tho first calamity oried out, *'God help us!” 
and last Saturday afternoon, whon the choor- 
ful bulletin came in, oxolaimed, ‘' Thank 
God !" You may call that what you will, I 
call it prayer, It was after everybody gavo 
up God came to the roscus. Tho impossible 
has taken place, In that corps of six or soven 
surgeons there iosomo <f tho moat ominent 
talent of this land, and all lande—somo of 
thom of moro abliity and othore ofJoss abil- 
ity, but all admit they have dono thoir vory 
bost. When I have thought of thoso sur- 
goons undor tho nervous strain of tho last 
cight wooke, all nations sooming,to hold thom 
rosponsible for tho life of thoir illustrious pa- 
tiont, toiling on doy and night amid tho most 
doprose!ng cirournsianocs, all my sympathies 
have beonarousod in their bobalf, and my 
dyily prayer has boon, “God holp,and inapire, 
and auetalti, nd Toward! the doctors,” but’ 
my friends; it was after all that combined 
medical and surgical skill had been defeated 
God stepped in, and Ho shall havo all the 
glory, whothor of prosont improvemont or Jn 
tho undo of final restoration.

It has long but not very generally been 
known that almost ovory varicty of animal 
life in Japan inclines to the pigmy or diminu- 
tive order. ‘The horses are’ small ponies, the 
native cattloare not much above half the 
Weight of tho Devon breed. The largest 
Japanese duck is small by comparison with 
the Amorican ‘wood duck, our lightent variety 
of the species, ‘Their géeso are no larger 
than our mallards and cauvas-braks. Their 
swine rato in size betweon tho wmall Chinas 
and the Guinea pig; and their men and wo- 
mon are considered large at the prospective 
heights of five feot two-and four fect ten. 
They are avtive, wiry and athletio, however, 
and can endure great hardships better than 
many wolghtior brebis, What has nover bo- 
fore been suspoctod of them, however, camo 
out prominently at the commencement exer- 
cises of the Tokio Daigaku, or National Uni- 
versity, on July 9 last, namely, tcat the Jap- 
adose are physicially and intellectually ver: 
precocious, but short lived as to montal AR 
physical growth, 

‘Tho oxorcises, av reported at considerable 
longth by the Japan Gazotte, were quite in- 
teresting. Learned professors, foreign and 
native, delivered addrossoa to tho graduating 
atudeuts,which compare favorably with thos 
delivered oa similar oocasions at the best in- 
stitutiona in the United States and Europe. 
The point was enforced in most of them that 
the education received ia the University is to 
be regarded by the graduate as no mors than 
a fitting propatation for that larger education, 
which oan only bo obtaiaed by continuous and 
laborious study and constant friction with the 
outer world, In thocourae of a Joug spooch 
Prof. Houghton made this statement, touch- 
ing the condition of popular education in 
Japan, which will surprise moat of our readers: 
“' Statistics show,” ho said, “that the num- 
ber of people in Japan who caunot read and 
write is loss than in any otheF country in pro- 
portion to population.” Dr. oughton 
thought that the Tokio University ‘* com- 
pares favorably with similar institutions in the 
Wost;” and ho was ploased to say that ‘Japan 
leads in tho regeneration of the Orient by 
*proading abroad the only system that can 
redeeni it.”’ 

Prof. Kikuchi (a native) delivered by far 
the moat interesting address. Ho impressed 
on tho graduates the Important truth that 
what the university course does for any spo- 
cial science is only equivalent to what reading 
aod writing is to that general knowledge 
which makes up tho thing we call education. 
Gradually and Ny most apt similitude drawn 
from the lower Btrata of animal life, he ap- 
proached the disagreoable subject of his dis- 
couree—the quick mental and physical de- 
velopmont ot his countrymen and their as 
rapid decay. ‘The Aino boys, I am told,” 
said he, ‘are very quick and intelligent, but 
they stop at a certain age and never go beyond 
that, Precocity is no criterion of tho finsl 
development, or, rather, itis a proof of the 
lower dogree of development, I think our 
students will compare favorably with those of 
any country. Every one of the students aunt 
out has dono honor to Japan. But how shall 
We compare, say ten or twenty years hence ? 
We call ourselves old mon at 40; foreigners 
count themeelves young at 50,” There is 
nothing of national or race egotism in Prof, 
Kikuchi, He reasons like a philosopher who 
regards the world as under tribute to his 
genius for a supply of instruction to his 
countrymen, and he makes his levy and 
distribution regardless of ihe vanities it 
may wound, In another paragraph he tolls 
them plainly, that the Japanose montal 
constitution is, a4 compared with European 
and American, weak, and though precocious, 
shortlived. ‘* What is said of our raco,” says 
he, *‘ of its capacity tor quick development in 
youth, of its power of grasping some of the 
high and comprehensive truths of science, I 
believe,” but ho adds: ‘*Yot, that the race 
will not develop to au extent that will com: 
pare favorably with a European or American, 
is also true, 1 cannot, of course, absolutely 
affirm that this isso, But as far as wo have 
gone ¢xporionce confirms the idea ; and if this 
is true, I say it is very disagreonblo—and ac- 
cording to modern sciontific ideas I thiok it 
is true.” It is ono of the teachings of experi- 
ence that the precocious youth generally runs 
to beed and perishes at the top earlior than 
the mind of slow growth, At is with mankind 
in this respoct as with the troes. The tree of 
mobt rapid growth is apt to be short lived, 
while the oak, that still remains a sapling at 
fifty yeare’ growth, lives and flourishes after 
500 years. It is a powor in favor of Japanoso 
acumen that thoy have made this discovery 
#0 soon after their contact with tho poople of 
the West, and a stronger ono in favor of their 
good sense and philosophy that they have the 
courage to acknowledge it, and the wisdom to 
go jn’ search of mothods of improvement and 
correction.

The Prevention of Hydrophobia.

M. Pastour and othor French savants have 
lately beon devoting special: attention to 
hydrophobia, The great authority on germs 
has, in fact, definitely announced that he doos 
notintend to rest until he has made known 
the exact nature and life history of this ter- 
rible disease and discovered a means of pre- 
venting or curing it. The most curious result 
yee in this direction, however, has 

n announced by Prof. V, Galtier of the 
Lyons Veterinary School, This inquirer has 
found, in the first-place, that if the virus of 
rabies be injectod into the veins of a sheop 
the animal does not subsequently exhibit an: 
symptoms of hydrophobin. ‘This in itself 
would be a sufficiently curious result to justify 
attention, though its importance, except as

sufticiont quantity of water to supply the 
requirom “of the people of the city.

Home Again. 
Return of Sir John A. Nacdonald 
and Hon, Mr. Chapleau. 


Amongzt tho passongers by the ateamship 
Sardinian, which arrived at Quebec on 
Satarday, were Sir John A. Macdonald and 
Hon. Mr. Chaploau, Promier of Quobeo, 
A correspondent of the Montreal Star 
boarded the steamship off Rimouski, and 
had an interviow with Sir John,as to which 


ho says : 

Before the gangway could be lowered your 
correspondent, who bad boon warned that he 
could probably have no more than fifteou or 
twenty minutos to perform his missioa, climb- 
od aboard and proceeded directly to the main 
saloon at tho rear and was tho lirst to salute 
thesHon. Promiors on their return to Canada 
aftef'a protracted absonce, It was represented 
to Sir John that while there were civic recep- 
tions awaiting him at Qaobec, Montreal and 
Ottawa on his way to tho capital,the press was 
tho first public body to bid him ‘welcome out 
there on the doop wator, and nearly two hun- 
dred miles from port. A letter of credentials 
which the writer bore was then prosented to 
the gallant Knight, who road it over atten- 
tively and with signs of great gratification :— 
“Tt is nice, very vice indeed,” said the veter- 
an statesman impressively, ‘' to receive such 
tokens of estoom at such an unexpected hour 
and place, dad it is partioularly gratltyin for 
nn old public seryant to think that he enlists 
the sympathies of cet which ho has so 
long served to the best of his lights,” 

BIR JOHN'S LOOKS. 

Sir John looked exceedingly well aa he 
spoke those words. Having just dosconded 
from deck, he was dreased in a strong, drab, 
double-breasted overcoat, and ash colored cap, 
with cars turaed up and tied over the crown, 

“And is your health re-establiahod ?’ was 
the next query 

“Perfectly ; I feol that I have recovered 
health and strength, and have no misgiving 
whatever. Tho homeward voyage haa been 
a vory dolightful ono, adding muoh to my ro- 
cuperation.”’ 

Sir John is known to be s good sailor and 
presented the appearance of a stout, robust 
skipper. Lady Macdonald is net so fortunate 
in hor oxperionce with sea, She was in ex- 
cellont spirits, however, last evening. Hor 
question was ; ‘How is President Gartield 2” 
When we informed her that tho President 
soomed to bo better, and had been reclining 
in a chair several days in succession, sho 
loudly exclaimed ; “Oh! that is tho best 
news yet. I'm so dolightod to hear it!" and 
she went around communicating tho intelli- 
gence to the ladies in the saloon, Sir John 
likewise ox, great pleasure when he 
was told the nows, 

As tho object of his visit to Eogland was 
solely for the recovery of his health, and as it 
was well known that he had not dé: oted him- 
self to anything else while abread, it was not 
the intention to ply him with many quostions, 
He stated ea howevor, in auswer 
to a suggestion, that the feeling in Hugland 
on behalf of Canada was as strong as eyer it 
was, and even more diffused in certain useful 
classes. He therefore looked toa large im- 
migration-at tho close of the Winter and in 
tho early Spring. * 

LABOUCHERE AND ‘'TRUTH.” 


‘But, Sir John, Mr. Labouchere has made 
® savage onslaught on us which may ‘do us 
harm.

‘There is no valuo in it whatever,” answer- 
od Sir John, “We nood fear nothing in that 
direction, Tho English peoplo are shrewd 
and know a good security when they see it. 
So long as we present good sevuritios,we need 
ayprehend no diminution of our credit.”” 

When the joke was mentioned that Sir 
Joba was at the bottom of the ‘fair trade” 
movement in England ho looked sod, and 
his eyon dilated with one of his significant 
smiles, .He had not hoard of the affair beforo, 
but wo shall probably have him making somo 
fon out of it before long. With regard to his 
immediate movements on landing, much 
would depend on the timo of the steamor's 
arrival at Quobec.

‘Water Supply. 


To the Editor of the Intelligencer. 

Deak Sin,—As the water supply of Bello- 
ville is at present agitating the public mind, 
and as suggestions on the subject have been 
invited, 1 beg the insertion of the following. 
Much doubt scoms to oxist as to how to sup- 
ply 4 port on of tho city with a sufticiont quan- 
tity of water during the dry moason of nay 
from foar to six weeks during the year. It 
seems to me a little unreasonable to tax tho 
whole city for that portion; and supposing 
‘that water is brought from a distance it is 
doubtfal whothor it would bo really fit for 
drinking purposes, 

It sooms to mo that we must look in another 
direction for our water supply. 

A cistern of say ton to fifteen cnbio feet in 
size would sopply any fawily with sufficient 
water for household uses, Tbe quantity of 
drinking water needed would be from two to 
six pails perday. Why not sink any number 
of wells in localities whore wator could be ob- 
tained and conduct that water in pipes to the 
parts of tho city now destitute? 

It has beon eaid that the eanitary condition 
of our city will be improved by water works, 
Will they prevont tho water [rom getting low 
in the river anil causing offensive smolla? 
Will it preyent dead animale and offal from 
being thrown in? Willit make the cellars 
on Front St, clean, and prevent the decay of 
wood from our sidewalka!? I think not, 

I trust that theee fow romarks may set 
others thinking, and a satisfactory solution of 
the dithoulty be arrived at,

Baily Hutelligencer, 
Great Find of Hgyptian Relics, 


A disoovery of groxt importance to Egypt. 
ologists, and of no little populer interes’, is 
reported by a Cairo correspondent to’ tho 
London Times, Tho finds include not only 
tho largoat and most beautiful papyri yot dis- 
coverod, but also the mummies of no loss than 
thirty royal porsonages, among them Kings 


Thothmes I], and Kamros 11. Thess namey 
have lately been made familiar to our readers 
io connection with the obelisk lately trang 
ferred from Aloxandria to Contral Park. It 
was tho former who ordered tho construction 
of tho obelisk, and the latter who, 270 yours 
lator, caused to be inscribed on its faces his 
own official titles and honors, These two 
monarchs have been rem>ved to the Boulak 
Museum, where they lay side by side, and 
even tho flowers and garlands which were 
placed in their coffins may to-day be seen en- 
circling the maska which cover the faces of 
tho deceased just as thoy were left by the 
mourners over three thousand years ago, 

Tho story of the discovery runs as follows ; 
Last Juno, Daoud Pasha, Governor of the 
Province of Kenoh, which in: ludes the ancient 
Theban district, noticed that the Bedaween 
offered for sale an uourual ‘quavtity of an. 
tiquitios at absurdly low prices. ‘The Pasha 
soon discovered that the source of thor hid. 
don treasuro was nituated in o gorge of the 
mountain range which separates Deir-ol- 
Bahari from the Babel-Melouk. This gorgo 
is situated about four miles from the Nile to 
tho east of Thebes. Daoud Pasha at once 
cpainmy to the Khedive, who forthwith 
dispatched to the spot Herr Emil Brugsoh, a 
youngor brother of Dr. Houry Bragech FP 
who, during M, Maspero's absence in Paris, 
is in chargo of all _archwologioal oxcayations 
in Egypt ‘Herr Brugach discovered in tho 
cliff of the Libyan Mountains, near the 
Temple of Deir el-Bahari, or the **Northorn 
Convent,” a pit about 35 foot deep, cut 
in tho solid rock ; a secret opening from 
this pitled to a gallery sey 200 foot 
lopg, also hewn out of tbe solid rock. This 
gallery was filled with relics of tho Thebien 

ynasties, [very indication leads to the con- 
Viction that these sacred relics had been ro- 
moved from their appropriate places in the 
various tombs and temples, aud concealed in 
this subterranean gallery by the Eyyptlan 
Piiests to preserve them from being destroyed 
by some for ign iavader, In all probability 
tooy were thus concealed at the time of the 
invasion of Egypt by Cambyses. 

Herr Brugsch st once telegraphed for a 
steamer, which on Friday Inst safely depowit- 
ed her eae cargo at the Boulak Museum. 
Tho full value of this discovery, of course, 
cannot asyet be determined, The papyri 
have not yet boon unrolled, nor have the 
mummies been unwrapped. Conspicuous by 
its massive gold oraamentation, in which car- 
touches are sot in precious stones, in tho cof- 
fia containing Lhe mummy of Maut Nedjem, a 
daughter of King Ramses Il, Each of the 
mummirs is accompanied by an alabaster 
eanopic urn, containing the heart and entrails 
of the deceased, 

Four papyri wore found in the gallory at 
Deir-ol- ri, each in a porfect state of pre- 
servation. The largest ot these papyri—the 
one found ia the coffin of Qucen Ra-ma-ka—is 
moat beautifully illustrated with colored 
illaminations, I[t is about-16 inches wide,and 
when unrolled will probably morsure from 
100 to 140 feet ia length. Tho other papyri 
are somewhat narrower, but are more closely 
written upon, These papyri will probably 
prove to be the most valuable portion of the 
discovery, for in tho present state of Egyptol- 
ogy ® papyrus nay be of more importance 
than an entire temple, and, as tho late Mari- 
ette Pasha used to aay ¢ is certain that if 
ever one of those discoveries that bring about 
3 revolution in science should made in 
Egyptology, tho world will bo indebted for it 
to a papyrus.” 

No less than 3,700 mortuary statues have 
been found which boar royal cartouches and 
icsoriptions. Nesrly 2,000 other objects have 
beon diecovered. One of the most remarkable 
relics is an enormous ‘eather tent, which bears 
the cartouche of King Pinotem, of the 2let 
dynasty. This tent is in a traly wonderful 
state of preservation, Tho workmanship is 
beautifal. It is covored with hieroglyphs 
most carefally embroidered in red, green, and 
yellow leather, The colors are nite fresh and 
bright. In each of the cornors is represented 
the royal vulture and stara,

most important of those whose memories Herr 
Bragech has identitiod ; 

Ashmes I, (Amozsis), first King of 18th Dy- 
nosty, reigned B. C. 1700 (about),

A corrospondent of the London Post adds 
the following detailaabout tho recent dis« 
eoyerios in Egypt: ** The place where these 
precious relics were found is an almost inao- 
Geasible cave in the face of the perpendicular 
mountain. in another part of which the royal 
dometery, known as Bab-ol-Molouk is excavat 
ed, and not far from Deir-el-Babari, ‘Lhe 
most rem*rkable of the 4,000 objcots aro 36 
royal earcopbagi, with their inner casos and 
mummies intact, belonging to Pharaohs, 
quoons, princes, princesses, and high priests of 
the sevonteonth, eightconth, nineteenth, and 
twenty-first dyoastics,ao tbat we are actually 
io porscasion of tho lifelons bodios of many 
horocs, who, upwarde of threo thousand years 
ago, ruled over this country and adorned it 
with tomples snd obelisks which are tho won- 
dor and admiration of the wholo civilized 
world, Amonget thom is that of Soti IL, whose 
tomb in the Bab-ol-Molouk was discovered by 
Belzoni, but that explorer found nejthor Colt 
fin nor mummy, only tho largo alabastor 
sarcophagus now in tho Soave Museum, which 
was mide to contain and proserve thom. 
Next in importance wo have tho plain but 
highly polished wooden coffin of Rameca LI., 
tho Sosostria of the Grooks, with the mamm 
intact, the royal cartouche distinctly Togiblo 
on the ooflin lid and on the mummy clothe on- 
veloping tho body. Thomummy pages of 
Amois; son of Amouss, of Thotmes I., IL, 
aod IIL, of Queen Ra-ma-ka, rod hor daugh- 
tor Moutom-hat,of King Raskkonen,of Aahmes 
Nofort Ari, of Aah Hetop, of Raines T., and 
of Amenophis, aro also in the collection, 


with the muymtnios in perfect prosorva- 
tion, Tho majority of those mymmiou 
aro inclosod in two coflins, both olabo- 
rately ornamented with  paiotings and 


gildings, somo of thom having also cortain 
ornaments ininid with colored glass, and 
many of the facos have glass oyos, which give 
thom a most lifo-liko appoarance. Another 
remarkable object is a royal tent made of 
leathor in a checkered pattorn of red and 
groom, Tho innor sido of the domo is of blue 


leather, with yellow ntars, and the hiorogly- 

phie inscriptions are porforated in the colored 

leathor with a backiog cf yellow. Fifteon 

royal wiga for statu oconsions aro slao in the 

collection. Bosides the haman mummies wo 

find one of a gezalle, which was probably a 
favorite playmato «f one of the Egyptian prin- 

0¢8 or princesses. Wo bavo also four scrolls 
of papyrus of groat size, on which is inscribed 
the Ritual cf the Dead, olaborately slluminat- 
ed, and containing the cartouches of the royal 
Perrons for whom they wore written, one of 
Whom is Queen Hatasou, sister of Thotmes 
ILI, Moreover, wo have aovoral sote of cans 
Opiv vases in alabaster, with royal names on- 
Rraved on the outer surface, 3,700 funoreal 
statuettes, and many othor objeo's of iutorest, 
Tho position of tho cave is an almost ivaccos- 
sible part of the mountain, the well, 36 fect 
deep, communicating, by a gellery of 250 foot 
in length, with a rough-bewn chamber, and 
the conlurned state in which all theso objeote 
of veneration woro found, heaped one on an- 
pther and strewn about on the groun|, lead 
Mr. Burgsch to the very plausible inference 
that they bad been by friendly hands collect. 
od from the various tombs and concealed in 
this place of safety at ‘the time of some 
threatened foreiga invasion.” —Scientific Am-

Brazil and Canada, 


WHAT RPGLISH CAPITAL DECLINED THE FRENCH 
ACCEPTED ~TH€ TRADE TO BE OPENED UP. 


Mr. Bentley, Br, 


z an Consul, states that 
tho row liao of stesmships between Havre, 
Montreal and Brazil will commence this soa 
soo, and that at present the steamer Comte a’ 
Zuis loading with coals at Cardiff for Brazilian 
ports, She goes diroct thither. and is ex- 
pected to reach Montreal from Brazil in No- 
vomber, Some tur or tive other steamers 
has boen or are about being purchased, and 
tho line started this year will continue next 
season to make monthly trips, The’ Societe 
Postale Genoralo is the namo of the lino, and 
it will be ran in Connection with the 
Chargeur Reunis, a direct steamship lino be- 
tweon Rio and Havre. Thus these lines will 
form a sort of triangular route from Hayre to 
Canads and from Canada to Brazil and re- 
tura the same way, the other being back aud 
forth from Brezil'to France direct. Thus the 
Societie Postale wil form two sides of the 
triangle—the Chargeur Reunis is to be the 
other side. Tho capital of the new line is ten 
million francs, and the annual subsidy will be 
from all sources about £50,000 sterling. 
Fish, flour, farm produce, grain lambor, and 
manufactured goods are expected to be Cana- 
da’s output,and as Brozil manufactures noth- 
fog at allit is expected that's good trade wil 
ultimately be opened up between the two 
contioues. In retura, Brazil expects to ship 
to Canada raw eujar, coffee, hides and hair, 
with frait and bard native woods. Mr, Bontly 
found that Ea lish capitalists fought shy of 
tho steamsbip line,not because it was a Cana- 
dian affair, but because they thiok steamship 
companies do not pay; that, on the cootrary, 
the French were very enthusiastic on the 
matter, and that there is every prospect of a 
fair retaro for the monoy inyested. The 
resident of tho steamship company is G, 
leniere, President Regent of the Bank of 
France, President of the Council of the Dirce 
tors of the Societe Generale and Commander 
of the Legion of Honor, while the rest of the 
directorate are all men of business and stand- 
ing. Canada, ho ssys,is well known in Brazil, 
aod, in fact, was tho largest customer of the 
rt of Bahia for raw sugar last year. The 
yes of Brazil alao took much interest in 
the new line, and assisted Mr. Bently materi- 
ally in bringing it into operation.

Great Adereoss by the Rev, Dr. 


Douglas. 

Tho following addross, which was deliy- 
ored by the Rey.Goo. Douglas,of Montreal, 
representing the Methodist Church of Can. 
ada, before the Methodist Eoumonical 
Council, is one of the most brilliant ora- 
tions that wo haye everread. It will be 
sppreciated as a masterpiece of eloquence 
and beautitul diction by all who read it ; 

_ Mr. President, I greatly fear that tho 
timo of the Conference has oxpired, and I 
hardly know whether it will be an inflic- 
tion upon you if Imake any extended ob- 
sorvations on this occasion. (Oris of “Gu 
on.") Well, sir, in responding to the 
words of welcome pronounced by yourself, 
words which own the wisdom and sanctity 
of ago, I count myself happy in being per- 
mitted to bring grectings from some 200 
young ministers with their flocks, and to 
present them this day before this great his- 


he hath opened for us a door of resplendent 
opportunity in the immediate future. This 
great Empire throughout all its history has 
been sending out its intellectual and moral 
light over all the earth. The history of 
the groat Republic to which my honored 
frionds belong is in the ascendant, advano- 
ing with evor in croasing power,and combin- 
ing its influenco with that of this mother 
lai The history of the Dominion of 
Canada, which indeed forms part of this 
great empire, and which, I think, sir, is 
porhaps more loyal to England’s Queen 
than England itself—the history of this 
Dominion is but within the horizon, never- 
theless it is full of prophecy and of promise 
of noble development. Lt is difficult, Mr. 
President, to rise to a conception of tho 
greatness of that material heritage, that 
field for high endeavor which God has 
given us. Ay, sir, from the sunrise side 
of our dominion, where the bold Atlantic 
tosses her crested billows against the gran- 
ite heights of Newfoundland to tho sunset 
side, where the broad Pacific tells to the 
h her summer dreams in sweetes 
murmurs, faint and low, we have a dis- 
tance exceeding by afew thousaad miles 
that between the City of London and the 
City of Montreal in which wo dwell, and 
atill, sir, from the maginary line that sep- 
arates usfrom the great Republic, we 
stretch away literally to the very ends 
of the earth. Rich in undeveloped 
resources in our older Provinces, the 
amazing development of our great 
Lone Land tells that our Hyperion of hope 
is throned inthe empire of the flaming 
West, whoso virgin soil will yet tremble to 
the tread of free-born millions, comprehend- 
ing thousands of the sons and daughters of 
our British Mothodism. Now air, this is 
the great material foundation which God 
hath given us, and on which we are build- 
ing, thus raising the temple of Canadian 
Methodism, which we believe will be a home 
and an asylum and blessing to coming 
and far-off generations. Already, sir, God 
hath given to usa full moasure of encour- 
agement. Though confronted with the 
most richly endowed, and most aggressive 
and conservative type of Romanism on the 
face of the earth, making our Province of 
Quebec the Thermopylw of conflict on the 
continent,though we came after the Angli- 
can and Presbyterian Churches, yet si 
this Conference will be glad to learn that 
one out of every six of the entire Perea 
and one out of every four of the Protestant 
population, pay homage to the teachings 
and instructionsof Methodism. (Applause.) 
We lead the Protestant denominations for 
strength in this Dominion of Oanada ; and, 
ir, we are thankful to say further, that the 
ted Methodism of the Dominion has 
made its selection, and adheres to the old 
theology you so finely presented. Woe are 
thankful to say that though not insensible 
to the conflict of thought that is abroad,to 
the questioning and unrest of the scientific 
atheism of this land, the transcendental 
and pantheistical philosophies of New 
England, and the so-called higher criticism 
—we aro thankful to say that that system 
of truth which was formulated here, 
which was propounded in this centre, is our 
theodicy, our reconciliation of God's ways, 
with which we confront all the assaults of ad- 
vorsarios. And, sir, we haye planted our- 
selyes upon this ground,and have made our 
solemn election in thia matter. We rejoice 
that this formula of religious thought is 
rapidly becoming the moat controlling form 
of religi belief in the Dominion, and 
indeed, sir (as our reverend bishops can 
bear testimony), over the entire Amerio 
continent.

The Assassin of the President. 

A correspondent writing frem Stirling 
sends the following query :—‘' Is there a 
possibility of Guiteau being hung by state 
law for the murder of the President !” The 
District Attorney of the District of Colum- 
bia is of opinion that the assassin cannot be 
tried fora higher crime than murder in the 
second degree, which is equivalent to man- 
slaughter. This opinion is based upon a 
law of the United States which provides 
that killing is not murdor in tho first de- 
gree in case the victim goes into a country 
or atate other than that in which ho receivy- 
ed the injury, and dies there, 


The Poor Man and the Tarff. 


The Monetary Times thus effectually 
shows how little Mr, Blake knows of tarifls 
and their effects upon the poor man and 
the rich man respectively, to which point 
moat of his eloquence has of,late been dir- 
ected : ‘Mr. Blake dwelt much upon 
what he regards as the unfair discrimina- 
tion against the poor man ; a species of ar- 
gument which we are sure he is quite in- 
capable of resorting to in the spirit of the 
fowler who hooes to catch birds with chai. 
He undertook to show, by reference to 
dotails,that low-priced commodities paying 
so much the yard or the lb., are more 

highly taxed than high priced commodities. 
This is undeniably true ; but Mr, Blake 
did not indicate very distinctly the con- 
clusion to which this argument, pushed 
home, must lead.. He mado no exceptions 
or qualifications ; he did not, as Mr, Mill 
does in the case of the income tax, say that 
though it is theoretically beat, it is practi- 
cally the worst of all forms of taxation ; he 
did not even indicate that ad valorem duties 
aro open to any serious objections, But 
the argument and the illustration used by 
Mr. Blake both point to one conclusion— 
the preference, not merely theoretically but 
for practical application, of ad valorem 
over specific duties. Short of this position 
he cannot logically stop. Theoretically, 
the preference of ad valorem over specific 
duties, is the essence of justice. But itis 
certainly true that hero theory is not easily 
reduced to practice. The weight or mea- 
sure of goods is not ascertainable ; but in 
values frauds creep in. Hence it comes to 
pass, that Governments find or think it 
necessary to combine the two forms of 
daty. 

“But if the isaue in to be between ad 
valorem and specitic duties, it is well that 
the fact should be thus early known, and 
the issue itself should be distinctly and 
unmistakably put. Mr. Blake is quite 
right in accepting the economical axiom 
that people should contribute to the bur- 
thens of the State according to their means, 
Hero he will moet no contradiction, No 
man, much less any political party, will 
venture to affirm the converse of the pro- 
position. The difticulty comes when the 
application of the Principle has to be made, 
It would be easy to show that the taxation 
of consumable commodities olfers a very 
imperfect criterion of what each member of 
the community can afford to pay. Ous- 
toms’ duties, as compared with direct taxa- 
tion, for inatance, could be made to appear 
theoretically more unjust than Specitic 
duties, as compared with ad valorem,”

31 1880, fitty grand 
lodges in the Urdor, 7,172 subordinate lodges, 
an increaso of 105 on the previous yoar; 40 
grand oncampments, 455,942 lodge members, 
an increase of 16,154 on previous yoar, and 
79,429 encampment mombors, a decroase of 
82 mombors. The numbor of lodge initiatops 
in the yoar was 42,637, the total relief was 
$1,687,655 89 and the total revenuo $4,594,- 
022,95, the relief having decreased $27,149.13 
and tho revenue increased $202,807.61, A 
number of important decisions given duriog 
the year wore roported. Tho reports from 
various countries ia which the order is ostab- 
lished were oncouragivg, In Australia the 
membership is approaching 2.000, lodges aro 
being established in Victoris, Tasmania, New 
South Wales, South Australia, and Now Zoa- 
land, and a grand Jodge—the sixth in Aus- 
tralia—is likely soon to be organized. The 
order in Chili has safferod through the war 
with Peru, A little irregularity appears to 
exit in the organization of the Danish lodges, 
which are undor tho jurisdiction of the Grand 
Lodges of the German Empire, In Gormany 
some difficulties and dissensions which arose 
during the year are in fair prospect of sottles 
mont. In the Netherlands the order is pros- 
peaing. In Peru’ tho order haa boon sadly 
demoralized by the war, In the Sandwich 
Islands threo loops constitute tho ordor, 
The financial condition of the Grand Lodgo is 
highly satisfactory, Tho statements of tho 
Grand Secretary and Grand Treasurer show a 
Jarger amount of cash avsets than this body 
has in any provious year of its oxistence pos- 
sessed, The axcumulation, of course,resulted 
from the adoption of the revised rituale, and 
while the aggregate ot receipts is large, the 
tax has not been burdensome upyn any sub- 
ordinate lodge, Tho surplus should be care 
fully guarded, for while the ordinary receipts 
are insufticient to mget the annual expenses, 
thero must of pecessity be a constant diminu. 
tion of the invested funds; to what extent de 
pends upon the action of the Sovereign Grand 
Lodge. In his closivg remarks the Grand Sire 
says :—'‘A year ago wo met in the beautiful 
city of Toronto, in the Dominion of Canada, 
welcomed to Oatario by the suthorities, the 
brotherhood,and the citizens, with an earnest- 
ness and cordiality that must ever be remem- 
bered. The session was a memorable one in 
many respects, Aside from the important 
business transacted and the fact that it was 
the firat session of the Sovereign Grand Lodge 
hold outside of the United States, the courtes- 
ies extended during the week, your own re- 
cognition of the hospitalities beatowed, by the 
presentation of elegantly bound volumes of 
your proceedings to the authorities of the pro- 
yince, the city and othors,and the gift by the 
officers and members of a handsome and valu:

“Apatite.” 


LY PROF, J, T, BELL, BELLEVILLE, onT. 

I have long viowed with sorrow and indig- 
pation the manoer in which the mineral woalth 
of our country Is being drained off to enrich 
tho capitalists and inoroase the national wealth 
of our neighbors and rivals on the south side 
of the lakes... No sooner is s voin of gold, 
silver, coppor, lead or iron ore discovered and 
developed within our bordors than in steps an 
American company, or as it is now the fasbion 
to call it, a syndicate, and for a pitiful con- 
sideration of a few hundred dollars, or per- 
haps a ‘‘royalty” of ten to twenty-five cents 
per ton, amounting in all toa mere fractional 
percentage of the actual value, the property 
passes for ever out of Cansdian control, and 
tho rich material, which once gone osn never 
be roplaced, is conveyed out of the country to 
feed the furnaces and the factories of the 
United States, and to be thence returned to 
us in a manufactured atate, at such prices as 
tho ownore may be able to exact from our ne- 
coasitios, 

But, sir, deoply as I have doplorcd this un- 
fortunate proponsity of the Canadian Esan, to 
soll his birthright to the erican Jacob for 
a yory insufficient mess of pottage, I have 
hitherto refrained from giving vent to my feol- 
ings through the press; but as the last straw 
is said by the Esstorn moralist to broak the 
camel's back, the lavish manner in which our 
national stores of miveral manure is being 
“extradited” to enrich the soil of foreign 
lands has overcome my reluctance to appear 
in print, aod impelled me to enter my humble 
but carnest protest againat the indifference 
with which our farmers view the removal and 
probable exhaustion of this valuable fertilizer, 
which Providence stored up countless ages 
ago for their benefit, bat the yalue and the 
certainly approaching want of which they 
seom neither to appreciate nor to recognize. 

‘Tho substance to which I allude, and to 
which I wish particularly to call attention is 
the mineral phosphate of lime, or ‘-Apatite,”” 
av it is called by tho mineralogists, which, when 
pure, contains 54 per cent. of lime and 46 
per cent of phosphoric acid, being of the 
same chemical composition as bono-carth, 
freah boue containing in addition a» certain 
amount of nitrogenous matter. Now the 
phosphoric acid in combination with lime is 
an excespingly valuable in; ieot in the 
composition of our arable soils, as though it. 
enters only in small proportions into the sub- 
stanco of the plants, it seoms to A most 
important promoter of their healthy growth, 

nd an essential cloment of their food value. 
It exists in greater or smaller proportion in 
all soils capable of supporting vegetable life, 
and is one of the substances rwhiol aro soon- 
est exhausted, and of which the smallest 
quantity is returned to the soil in our ordin- 
ary maoures, at the samo time that it is one 
ofthe most officient agents in maintaining 
the fertility of the soil, or of restoring it 
when diminished or exhausted by overcrop- 


ping. 

When the value ot phosphoric acid as a 
manurial substance was firet recognized, the 
only substance in whcih it was known to exist 
in an available form was bone, and a large in- 
dustry sprang up in the collecting and crush- 
ing, or grinding bones for = ees pur- 
poses. Now the phosphate of lime, whether 
in the shapo of bone or rock, when in mass is 
very #low to decompose under the ordipary 
atmospheric influences of sun, rain dew 
and frost, and is almost fotally insoluble 
in water, and therefore unavailable for 
plant food, and it is therefore neces- 
sary, before applying it to the growing 
crops,to reduce it to a soluble condition. This 
has been mostly done in the case of bones b: 
breaking thom down into quarter-incb, hall- 
inch or inch bones, and treating them with 
sulphuric acid (oil of vitriol) 80 as to convert 
the insoluble phosphato into a soluble 
superphosphate ; the sulphurio acid taking a 
portion of the lime from the grasp of the 
weaker scid, and converting it into sulphate 
of lime, é ¢. plaster, while the phosphoric acid 
thus sot free attaches itself to the remaining 
phosphate and forms the superphosphate, 
‘This substance being soluble in water is con- 
sequently immediately available as food for 
the plants; but as they require but a yery 
small quantity of it, its very solubility ren- 
ders ite effect transitory,as much of it is Task 
edout bythe rain and melting snow, and 
carried off by the drains, or washed down into 
the subsoil, below the reach of the roots,while 
the sulphurio acid of the remainder combines 
with the lime of the soil to assume sgain tho 
insoluble state from which it was formerly 
reduced, and hence itis that in many cases the 
superphosphate produces but little effect, and 
its application is neither economical or profit- 
able. Modern experience, however, bas shown 
that it is by no moans necessary to use the 
expensiye and dangerous sulphuric acid, but 
that if finely ground, and applied to grass 
land broadcast as a top-dressing, or drilled in 
with the peed for other crops, its offect will 
be both immediate and lasting. Some persons 
indeed doubt whothor it is a direct article of 
plant food ; but it certainly acts as a wonder- 
ful stimulant to growth, and seems to act up- 
‘on the plants as salt, pepper, and other condi- 
ments do in the human stomach, which thoy 
aid in the performance of its functions of diges- 
tiou and assimilation. 

Awl have already ststod, this valuable 
fortilizor oxiste in emall jhe in the 
gonerality of our souls, and is constantly bo 
ing abetracted from them in the crops we 
gather It onters into the composition of 
milk, and builds up the bony framowork of 
the animals which feed and fatten on our 
pastures and meadows, and is consequently 
largely oxportod in the cheono, and live and 
doad moat, no leas than in the wheat and 
otbor grains which we wend to fill the mil- 
lions of Europe. The principal, I might al- 
most say the only manures in uso among our 
farmers aro barn-yard and stable manure,and 
gypsum, or in ordinary farm language, plas- 
Tho solo olomonts supplied by the latter 
noo aro limo, sulphur and oxygen, 
thoso derived from the formor are chiof- 
ly nitrogenous, carbonceous, siliceous, and 
alkaline matters, with porhaps a vory minute 
portion of phosphorus. It is olear thon that 
tho fortility of the soil is to be maintained at 
a profitable pitch, the phosphoric elumont 
must be supplied from time to time as it bo- 
comon oxhauated. We aro now exporting our 
animal produots to such an extont that ina 
fow yoats the supply of bones will ron abort ; 
but happily thoro bas beon stored up for 
myriads of ages in tho reconsoa of our Laur. 
catian hilla an ample supply of this procious 
minoral, wuttoiont, if utilized along with 
othor manurial and meohanioal rosources, to 
maintain tho agricultural productive powor of 
the Dominion at its pristine pitoh of luxuri- 
ano till time iteolf shall be no moro, 

Lot us hope then that tho farmora of Canada 
will avail the Ives of the rich inheritance 
which Penvidence has placed within thoir 
roach, reflooting that if this mineral will boar 
its cont at the mine besides froight, insur: 
avoo, commission, and merchanta’  profite 
wholesale and retail, and otill be found 
profitable by their Europoan brethren, its 
uso wust be much more boveficlal to thom- 
nolvos, who have only to pay tho frat coat 
and the expense of crushing.—Farmers’ Ad- 
vocals 


Canned Goods, 


It appears that tho limit to the business of 


article of an odiblo nature shall bave passed 
the ordoal of tho canner’s kettle. Whon her- 
moti uy voalod applos were first placed upon 
tho market they were rogarded by many as a 
foolish enterprise, and but fow believed any 
dogroo of succoss would attend ft. ‘They are 
now gogarded esa successful and important 
branch of the trade, notwithstanding the larg 
quantitios of the green and dried fruit which 
may be obtained at all seasons of the sear, 
and whish naturally enter into’ competition 
with the packed article, Canned aqaash has 
become very popular. The eanping of pigs’ 
foot was brought about by a mpposed unfor- 
tunate speculation, which was, however, mado

These originate 
through carcless settlers and hunters, who 
camp in the woods, and sometimes, though 
rarely, by the lumbermen themselves, or by 
surveyors who make smudges to ward ‘off 
the attacks of flies and mosquitocs. These 
fires started during a dry season are stopped 
only by large atroams, lakes, swamps, or by 
heavy continuous rains.

For the Intelligencer, 
My Trip to the North. 


Mr, Eprror,—On Friday, the 25th, I went 
with H, Sweet through part of Herschel and 
into Monteagle, arriving at George A, Bart. 
lett's, Eeq., postmaster, rather late to take 
dinner with the family, but Mrs, B, got us a 
gozd supply, which was very acceptable after 
one jaunt over como yery bad roads, having 
missed going through the fields at the right 
place, Aftor talking with Mr, Bartlett on 
general subjects, he went with me over to his 
tather’s place, which joins his. I did not see 
tho old gentleman,as he was po where around, 
but Mrs, B, received me cordially, We went, 
or rather I went, partly to see Mr, B,’s gar- 
den, fruit trees and flower plots. Ho has tho 
fincat fruit and yegetable garden in all that 
back country, His flower department is very 
fine, but rot quite as large as Mr, Cleak’s at 
Bancroft The old yentleman takes great 
pains with his garden, and raises as tine 
apples and plums as can be found at the front, 
The wheat being ripe, men were cutting it on 
both tarme. The grain stood well on the 
ground. The heads were long and well filled. 
We returned to Mr, G, A. B,’s, and after fur 
thor conversation about roads, &o,,loft, going 
through tho fields, and arrived at Bonoroft at 
6 p.m., in time for toa, 

LT learnt from the postmaster that the set- 
tlers along through for quite a distance had 
agreed to open up a main road through their 
farms, to get it sanctioned by the Council and 
work it as their main road, owing tothe regu- 
lar line beivg so bad to make, ‘This will be a 
groat benefit to those living cast of Mr, B.'s, 
as many of them have no road to travel that 
thoy can got over during spring, summer and 
fall but by going around by Maynooth, being 
many miles out of their way, Tho land is 
good and nearly all settled in that locality, in 
fact most of the settlora are prospering. 

Mr, Welch having como for me on Saturday, 
wo left Monday morning for the front ; I stop: 
ped foro short time to pay my respects to 
Mr, and Mrs, D, Koyanagh, at-Umfrayillo, 
then left for Thanet, whore wo! arrived for 
dinner, which was served up about 1 p.m.; we 
had splendid black bass fresh from Basa Lake, 
which lies about 5 miles casterly from Thanet 
and in sight of the Ha:tings or whatis called 
the ‘Snow Road.” Iam informed that bass 
aro plentiful io this lako, and as it is princi- 
pally fed by springs, the bass are fine and 


firm, and excellent eating ; we also had somo 
nice mutton, together with the other odibles 
which wero all good, and we enjoyed it very 
much after our 31 miles rido, 

Leaving Thanct wo landed at Mr, Golding’s, 
Millbridge, where we put up for the night, 
‘Tho day having been vory hot, we had to drive 
slowly. Mr Golding always furnishes good 
meals anda fine bed, He ia building an addi. 
tion to his house, which will give him better 
aod more airy sleeping apartments, which he 
is puehing on to completion, and no doubt 
when dono he will be glad to accommodate 
extra cnstomors, 

Tuesday, 30th, started fcr Bridgewater via 
Madoo; estopped at Simmons’ hotel, as Mr, 
Wolch makes that hiv stopping place ; 1 went 
with him, although I gorcrally atop at Moon's 
hitel when in Madoo, Woe got a firat rate 
dinnor, aftor which Mr, Parr, ono of the con- 
tractors on the ‘Toronto and Ottawa Kailway, 
invited me to rido with him over ® portion of 
the track. So far aa thoy hayo finishod grad- 
ing ond Jevelling tho track it is first rate, be- 
ing 18 foot wide on top, Thoy had somo 125 
mon on tho road at work, aad intended to put 
on moro, If Mevars, Parr and Wood do all 
their work ay well a4 they had done so far— 
and I believe they will—it will be fally equal 
if not superior to the best portions of the 
Grand Trunk Railway. They are pushing on 
the work, to got to Bridgewater with a con- 
atruotion train this fall, : 


On starting for Bridgowator, I made up my

Baily Mutelligencer. 
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A Trip on the North Hastings 
Road. 
BY THE KEY, D, MITCHELL, DRLLEVILLE, 
(From the Canada Presbyterian, ) 


A doputation of four ministers was recently 
sent to the mission fiolds on the North Hast. 
ings Road by the Presbytery of King 
Kev. D. Wishart, of Madoo, Conyover, ap. 
pointed Sabbath, Auguat 28th, as tho day on 
which the I apper should be observed 
atthe yario tations. Unfortuoately, two 
of the number found thomselyes unable to go, 
thus leaving Mr, Wishart and myself to take 
the journey alono, I started from Belleville 
on the Tuesday preceding, and in due course 
arrived at Madoo, Horo it waa my privilege 
to be present ata social in the now [’roaby- 
terian church. Probably few of tho readers 
of the Presbyterian know that wo baye one of 
the floest ecclesiastical structures in the Do- 
minion at Madoc. It is a solid mass of stono 
and mortar, of exquisite proportions, woll sit- 
nated and oasily seen froma distance ou all 
sides, The interior in most tastofully laid 
out. Indeed, it would require a vory minute 
description towet forth the nicetios of taste 
which are therein displayed. Tho basoment, 
which is a church in itself, has been in use 
forsome time, while work was being car- 
ried out onthe maiu building, as it was 
the determination of Mr. Wishart and 
those acting with him to have the building 
practically free of debt when it should be 
dedicated. The whole was comploted about 
the beginning of June at a cost of something 
like 20,000 dollars, and & proud thing to 
say that tho church may now be said to be 
free of debt, as the com ely small 
amount required to finish the interior will 
s00n be provided.

Not far from this is the 
Seymour mine, containing the finost magnotic 
iron in the world. The Gatling gold mine, in 
this same region, is now tho centre of active 
operations, It is now the property of a rich 
Amorican company, who are sponding money 
freely in supplying all that is necessary in the 
manufacture of gold. Through the foresight 
and onorgy of Mr, Wishart, two oburches 
wero built Jong ao to supply this district, viz, 
St. Paul ‘and St. Columba, where thero aro 
food congregations, Those have been supplied 
y students for somo time, but were a good 
minister going in, I am satisfied that a valua- 
ble harvest awaits him. Proceeding on our 
Way, we came to a place having the suggest- 
ive @ of Bannockburn, and shortly after-

Friday's Bulletin reports the condition of 
affaira as follows :—Arrivals were somewbat 
heavier, including some 5,000 boxes on through 
shipment, There has been ro increaso of 
demand, however, worthy of note, and we 
find a continuation of the old doll, flat tone 
for the general business. A fow shippers aro 
calling tor fino stock, which costa them about 
13@13}0. possibly a fraction more in excep- 
tional cases, and there 1s aleo a little picking 
over of the general supply in scarch of cheap 
lots, but most exporters complain of the ab- 
sence of encouraging accounts from abroad, 
and with receivers dirsatisticd over the con- 
dition of the market, not many cheerful ex- 
pressions can bo heard, The home trade is 
fair, but particular as to quality, and appar- 
‘rently making somewhat greator objections to 
cost, 


Tho Montreal Gazette of the 24th says fow 
large transactions havo as yet taken place in 
new hops, as brewers and doalers are looking 
for lower prices, but growers are not inclined 
to moet their views. A number of Western 
growers have been offering their samples on 
this market daring the week, but have been 
greatly disappointed at the bids they have 
received. The cropin the Eastera Townships 
and Dundee sections is ssid to be 30 to 50 
percent larger than that of 1880. This eati- 
mate Comes from @ good authority in the hop 
trade. As to prices, we quote from 17c to 18¢

to inject large quantities of emba fluid into 
tho veins, as stated in the official report of 
the autopsy. O.cof the mosenric artories 
was ruptured and some of this fluid would 
naturally have found its way through the 
rupture into the abdomen, but no embalming 
tliid was found in the abdomen and it is very 
possible, ifnot probable, that theruptureol the 
mosenric artery may have boon caused by a 
very forcible removal of the intestines, which 
wero an almost solid mass. An injection of 
embalming fluid also mght have prevented 
tho discovery of the blood clot on the heart, 
had the heart been examined, bocauso the clot 
might have been washed away by the fluids 
to some otber locality, but the heart was not 
examined after the surgeons found the suppos- 
ed track of the wound was only a pus burrow, 
‘The autopsy wasa hunt in the dark. It was 
discoverca that thy supposed track of the 
wound was much shorter than had been be- 
lieved. The rubber catheter, after strik- 
ing the bottom ot the abscess, turned and 
doubled on itself, ‘This had bgen dono 
dering bis lifetime, and probing followed the 
track of the wound. It was very difficult to 
remove tho intestines ; they had beceme ad- 
herent throagh peritonitis. While removing 
them something broke, and a discharge came 
from a pus abscess near the liver, which was 
described in the report of the autopsy to have 
been 4 by 6 inches, but which in fact was con- 
viderably amaller, ‘The intestines were placed 
in a bowl aod carried to an opposite room, but 
never opsned or examined for any indications 
of pywmis, or for any other purpose. Tho 
surgeons then had a hunt atrandom for the 
ball. Tho heart was lifted, bat was not cut 
into or examined in any way. This would 
soem extraordinary, as ode opinion was that 
doath was cansed by a blood clot inthe heart. 
Tho lungs were not lilted, and it was proposed 
to pass thom over without farther oxamina- 
tiov, when Boynton requested that they should 
bo ent into, and asked Agnew to eee that this 
was done, Jt was done and pus oozed ont 
freely. ‘Chis shows that the Jungs were ful] 
of pus, a8 Boynton claimed. A pjece was cut 
from the lungs and placed in a glass of water, 
It sank immodiately to the bottom, This was 
anothor proof that the lungs were full of pur, 
for if they bad beon in a healthy condition tho 
air cella would have kept it on the surface of 
the water. Ths left kidney was passed over 
without being cut or examined, except 
euperfic'ally, although there wore indications 
of abscess upon it ; when the right kidney was 
reached the pus cavity was so plainly marked 
it was cut into, and a large quantity of pus 
escaped, Agnow subsequently said that both 
were alike. Soon after it was accidentally 
discovered that the spine was injured, but 
there was nots hole through, as has been 
stated ; the injury was rather in the form of a 
groove on the inside «f the vertehra, but the 
hall wes vot there, Anxiety increased when 
“the ovident track of the ball was discoyered, 
and the ball iteIf could nt be found, Search 
was again made ja tho bow} of intestines, — 
thoy wero bard glued together, and wore some, 
what torn io thia examination. Finally the 
ball was found at the bottom of the bowl of 
intestines, It had boon so mixed up, it was 
difficult to tell from what portion the ball had 
become detached. It was found, however. 
The ball of itaelf would not have beon likely 
to have done the President any harm. The 
statements of the official bullotins during the 
President's illness were rose-colored, because

‘Vhe meeting was characterized throughout 
by earnostnoss and solemnity, the sorrow and 
sympathy which was expressed by the au- 
dience in their faves and their genoral de- 
meanor, as well as the addresses which were 
dolivered and the prayers which wefe offered 
up, being profound and uofeigned. When 
the mooting was about half over the bell in 
the clock-tower of the city buildiog began to 
toll, and the bell of Kridge St. Church follow: 
ed a fow moments after. The solemn sound 
had a marked effecton the audience, several 
Jadios being moved t> tears. 

Shortly alter 2 o'clock the meeting opened 
by tho singing of the hymn “Jesu Lover of 
my Sonal,” Rev, Mr. Turnbull leading the 
singing. 

Mayor Patterson then stated the object of 
the mecting. | t was to publicly express sor- 
row forthe death of President Garfield and 
sympathy with the family of the deceased 
statesman and the nation which claimed him 
asits hoa. His life was grost and good, and 
not only had it wrought an influence for good 
in the past, but it would exert a far greater 
influence for good in the future, and would 
continue to do so until the world forgot its 
greatest and bost mon. 

Mr. Williams then offered up a prayer. 

Rey, Dr. Clarke, being called upon, ex- 
pressed his approbation of the Mayor's action 
in calling the meeting. It was right and fit- 
ting that we should thus publicly express our 
deep sympathy with the bereaved wife and 
family of Prosidoot Garfield, and with the 
nation which is mourning the untimely loss 
of its head, as well ns our horror at the foul 
deed which robbed the werld of so valuable a 
life. But we should try to realize the fact 
that this ovent would result in good. The 
death of that great and good man would ao- 
complish more good in the United States, in 
Canada, and throughout the civilized world, 
than President Garfield could have accom- 
plished had he lived to complete the term of 
office which he had so nobly begun. This sad 
event would, he lirmly believed, be overruled 
for the good of the nations, for the advance- 
ment ot Christianity,and the downfall of vice. 
The result would be that men would recognize 
more fully that we were all subjects of one 
great Father, and would learn better how to 
trast Him where we could not trace Him, It 
was, ho ssid, impossible for us to comprehend 
the mysterious workings of Proyidence, God's 
ways wore ofton involved in a darkness im- 
penotrable by human yision, 

“God moves in 4 mysterious way, 
His wonders to perform; 
He plants His footateps in the sea, 
And rides upon the storm, 


Deep in unfathomable mines 


Of never-faili 
He treasures up His vast designs, 
And works His sovereign will.” 


But while we tried to comfort ourselves with 
the thought that this calamity would result 
in good, wo could not help dwelling on the 
cause of our sorrow, Remembering that we 
are of the samo stock as the great nation south 
of us, having the aame destiny, inspired by 
the samo traditions, we recognized the obli- 
gations that rested upon us, as Cbristian citi- 
zens of Canada, to mourn for the death of the 
departed statesman and good man, and to ex- 
press our sympathy with the millions of 
mourners ion his own land. He would ask, 
Why wore we gathered hero to-day! Why 
had this event caused such profound sorrow 
and ovoked such tonder sympathy whorover 
the English tongue is spoken ? Was it be- 
cause Prosident Garfield was tho hoad of a 
great nation! Not altogethor, Was it be- 
cause of the ead and terrible mannor of his 
death? Not altogether. It was because tho 
world recognized that he was a truly groat, a 
traly goodman. The rev. gentleman then 
asked the audionce to join together in prayer 
that good might spring out of this ovil, and 
that the great nation now plunged in mourn 
ing fat! profit by the aad loason it had just 
received, might come outof this trial purer 
and noblor than ever, and might advance still 
more rapidly on the 103d to those, wor 
and glory—a blessing to itsclf and to all tho 
world, Ho reminded his hearers that tho 
groatest blessings which humanity enjoys have 
sprung from ovil—a lesson which should teach 
us that good would certainly triumph at last, 
and prone be tho final result of ovil.

But as for poor 
Guiteau, it was not probable that he uader- 
stood the principles which animated the 
sassins in Europe, Ho was a miseratle, hair- 
brained creature, incapable of being governed 
by a principle,goo} or bad. What he thought 
mattored very little; but his mind may havo 
been remotely influenced by the lawless doo- 
trines and deeds which have in recent years 
alarmed the public miad of Europe, and the 
fact that he dare lift his hand against the head 
of tho nation was asad and significant fact, 
The old world doctrines should be put down 
with aniron hand by the European and 
American Governments, or half the fools and 
fanatics in the world will be going about sook- 
ing what mischief they can do, Ono great and 
significant fact should not be lost aight of— 
the fact that noarly all, if not all these on- 
omies of society aro athoists, They have found 
out, au they fancy, that thoro is no truth in 
the Biblo, that Christianity isa sham ; they 
are told so by mon of science and ‘‘advanced 
thought,” and they believe it. Consequently 
they have no morality to restrain them, and 
they break out into lawlessness, Batthe death 
of President Gartiold, continued the speaker, 
is notan unmixed oalamity, In it, after all, a 
great calamity fora good man to die? Let 
us thank God that President Garfield leaves 
behind him a» sweet, a bright memory! There 
is consolation for tho family of the dead 
statesman—for, though he ia himself taken 
from them, he has loft them a name which 
the proudest should bo proad to bear; he has 
left them the memory and the example of his 
noble and unsullied character and his patriotic 
and lofty public carcor; and ho has gained for 
them, in his death, the devotion of « whole 
nation, To the people over whom be ruled 
his death will bring blessings, for as long as 
noble lives and lofty charactors can iofluence 
youog hearts and minds, the character and 
career of Gartiold will be held in roveronce 
and affection and will rouse the youth of the 
Republic to emulate them. In conclusion,he 
hoped the calamity which we all mourn would 
have the effect of softening our sympathies and 
making us all better and traor, Ho prayed 
God to bless the Queen for the Christian 
sympathy which she showed towards Mra, 
Gartield, and hoped that the foclings which 
she displayed would be those of every one of 
her subjocts, 


Tho hymn, ‘Abide with me,” was thon 
sang. Mr, A. G, Northrup having offered up 
4 prayor, 

Rev. D, Mitchell was called upon. He de- 

livered the following addroes :—Fellow Citi- 
z908, the topic which is now to be preaonted 
and which bas beon committed to my hands, 
is an expression of oursympathy with the great 
Ropublio in her present bereavement. To-day 
tho spectacle is before us of a nation weeping 
over her prostrate head, Evory State is drap- 
ed in mourning, aud the drapery is gathered 
together ins knot of brotherly love, in the 
heart of which into be scon not the portrait 
but tho living countenance of Provident Gar- 
fiold. Woro one present at the obucquies of 
tho illustrious martyr it would be to look up- 
on ascene such as has probably nover*been 
witnessed before, Thoro is the mourning 
Procession of unlimited length. Thoro aro 
illustrious citizens of every walk in life earn- 
estly bent on the common task of payioga 
tribute of respect to the momory of their dead 
chief. The funeral cortege is now pa log be- 
foro a groat cloud of witnesson compowed of 
men, women and childron distinguished by 
their omblema of mourning, But all this is 
only » symbol of what is actually taking place, 
It is not a more procoesion which wo are called 
to witnoss. ‘Iheso mournorn taking part 
in the funeral sorvices are but typical of the 
fifty millions of people, not ovly clad in 
mourning bot grieving in their very hoart of 
hearts, ou acoonnt of the hero who is boing 
borne to an honoved gravo. 

Wo dosire this day to exproas our sympathy 
with a nation thus stricken, Twice within 
the memory of our youngor citizens has the 
assassin’s bullet mado vacant tho cbair of the 
Ohief Magistrate of the Ropublic, In both 
inatances it was one of nature's own noblemen 
who pat in the exalted soat of Prosident. It 
was ina time of political omergonoy, when 
tho pulso of state was boating feverishly and 
mon wero trombling for tho ark of God, that 
the climax in the torriblo drama that was bo- 
ing enacted wan reached when the patriot 
Abraham Lincola was shot down by tho au. 
sassin. And now in « calmor poriod of the 


wo ask, in triumph before such s death, what 
can acoffers say, as to the yalue of Christ's 
religion in the hour of suffering and trial ? 
Gleams of warm sunshine hayo lighto1 up that 
sick-chamber! ‘The grandour of pationt on. 
durance, of unflinching faith, of Christian 

hope, has been spread before us asin a tragedy 

of life and death}! How often, when with 
bated breath we have been carnestly expect- 
ing to see the patriot broatho bis last, wo have 
been allin a moment brvught back to witness 
the delightful scenes of that Christian home, 
prominent io the fore.round of which is the 
noble wife and mother, calmly abiting the 
will of God, and yet ready for every—for 
even tho least as well as the greatest emor- 
gentduty. It is picture that nover will die 
in the momory of man; for it in graven on our 
hearts and must live, We feel impelled to 
aay, What else can a nation with such a Obria- 
tian President bo than Christian? Christianity 
is the glorious inheritance of the Anglo- 
Saxon peoples, aad with avch a beautiful 
illustration of its principles of faith and cour- 
age, who can think other than that this great 
tragedy is to bo the moans in the bands of 
God of stamping the Republic evermore asa 
nation that will be true to the reli,ion of 
purity and tendernoss, whose great head is 
Jesus of Nazareth,a namo that is the synonym 
of love and honor, 

We feel it is further our priviloge this day 
to rejoice with the Republic that has been so 
manifestly led of God, and been wonderfully 
delivered from an impending crisis, Just 
when the stream of the nation’s life waa 
threatened by breakers, behold it moving 
calmly on because its volume has been in- 
creased and deep-ned by tho wanctifying in- 
fluences that have been poured into it from 
above, Who has not seen that tho noite of 
political etrifo hay beon hushed in presence» of 
that sick-chamber, and that there has grown 
out of the oritis cf the momenta determina- 
tion on tho part of all to stand together in de- 
fence of the nation’s integrity and honor, We 
may well believe that the tragical fate of the 
President has dealt» harder blow on the 
heads of these movuters, commaniem and nih- 
iliem, than could have been dono by anarmy 
of bayonets, or by many fleots of war. ‘Ihe 
manly attitude of President Arthur, as woll 
as the noble words ho sj oko as his inaugural, 
havo so far growr out of the experi: noe of the 
last throo months, Andon this day, when 
the clouds of sorrow are big with tears that are 
Yalling upon the honored bior, we may well 
rejoice in the suolight that shines through as 
we aro called on to behold the sister country 
realizing a unity which sho has nover felt in 
the past, as hor millions of loyal subjects 
gathered around what will bo regarded in 
future ages as her national tomb in Cleveland, 

Lot me only add as another reason for con- 
gratulation on this otherwise sad and mourn- 
ful day that tho spectacle is now presented of 
the civilized world gathering at that grave, 
The Queen is looking on from tholofty heights 
of her own sanctified sorrow, and she, who 
has borne ro worthy a part in kindly expros- 
sions of sympathy with the dying President, 
and his strickon wife, is there to drop a tear 
upon the coffin, ay well as to place her wreath 
of flowers, The lowliest subject 98 well as 
the noblest aro there to express their com: 
inou sorrow. We of Canada are realizing to- 
dey the sistorhood of the neighboring States, 
we follow the slow march of yonder proces- 
sion, Our sister Colonics aro gazing from 
across tho coc) with rapt interost upon the 
wonderful spectacle. The countries of Eu- 
ropo aro all represented, but not merely 
their teemiog millions are thrilled with the 
electric current of sympathy, The very heat 
of Africa and Asia is this day stirred at eight 
of the martyred hero being borne to the graye, 
‘one touch of love makes the wholo world kin, 
Oh that tho lessons of this soloma hour may 
be deopened! Grant, Lord, that thy voice may 
thie day spoak to the whole world, Ob 
that such may be the sanctifying intlucoces 
of the hc uc that thousands ma: we aro on+ 
Kagiog ourselves in those exercises, bo born 
again, aod be incorporated into the Kingdom 
of our Lord cud Saviour Jesus Christ,

Tho 
car drew up in front with the mourners’ 
errriage and those of the Oabinet behind. 
The band played, ‘‘Nearer, my God, to 
‘Thee,” as the military oscort lifted the 
coflin from th car end carried it into the 
yault, the local committee of reception, 
Secrotary Blaine, Marshal Henry, and one 
or two poraonal friends, standing on either 
side of the entrance. Rev. J. H. Jones, 
cbaplain of Gon Gartield’s regiment, made

Opening of the Inquest. 


Evidence of Neglect and Careless: 
. ness, 


A Defective Steam Indicator. 


(By our own Reporter.) 
The facta im diately connected with the 
great boiler oxplosion which occurred: on Frie 


day, tho 2ard inst, at the farm of Mr. George 
Caldwell, 7th conocasion of Thurlow, have 
already boon published, and the publio are 
protty woll acquainted with tho dotaila of that 
sad and terrible calamity, But the public 
mind, not only in this -vivinity, but through- 
out the Province, has not been satialied with 
amore knowledge of the reault of the acoi- 
dent; and domands for an inyestigation have 


mors, who feol that thoy aro tho class most 
dooply interested, The newspaper. of the 
country havo also commented on the strange 
fact that the proper authorities did not con. 
sidor it necessary to hold an inquest on tho 
bodies of the victims, So strong had the 
feoling become at last, that the Governmont 
thought it advisable to take action, and ac- 
cordingly the County Attornoy reosived in- 
structions on Tuesday to order the holding of 
an inquest, and that official immediately took 
action with that ond in view. 

Tho inqaost was bogun on the 28th at the 
house of Mr. Goo. Caldwell, before Dr. Farley, 
coroner, Tho Coronor had given instructions 
to exhume the body buried at. tho nearest 
point to the scone of the explosion, The 
body of the little girl Eveline Viola Caldwell, 
which had been buried in Jones’ Burying 
Ground, was consequently taken up, 

The Coroner, accompaniod by Chas, L. 
Coloman, Esq., County Attorney, arrived at 
Mr. Caldwoll's at 2:30, and ehortly afterward 
the jury was aworn in. It was constituted as 
follow = 

P. R, Daly, foreman ; John Haskins, Wm. 
Read, Neleon Hudgins, Warnor Simmons, 
E. R, Gibbs, Wm, Champion, Thos. Martin, 
Gilbert Garrison, Robt. MoMichaol, Matthow 
Jones, Peter D, Sills, James Hamilton, John 
Duncan, Walter Sills, John Crawford, 

The Jury having viewed the body of, the 
deceased, the inquest was proceeded with. 

‘The first witness called was 

David Caldwell, who tostifiod that he was 
the father of the deceased. Sho was 10 yoars, 
1 month and 17 days old. He was not pres- 
ent at the time of the explosion, but heard of 
it about 20 minutes after it took place, Tho 
witnoas wont on to say; I was about a mile 
from my house when I heard of the accident, 
and when I got home I found my little daugh- 
tor there dead, She had » deop cut on one of 
her arms, a bruise on her breast, aod 
cinder-marks on hor face. I saw the other 
three persona who were killed—Anson 
Thrasher, Andrew Lloyd, and Wm. Malcolm. 
They were lying on the ground. I saw the 
boiler after the explosion, Tho smoke-stack 
was blown off, alto the two front wheels, and 
each end was blown out, The crown sheot 
was also torn open—a picco about two feet 
square being ripped out. I was over to my 
brother's on the day before the accident took 
place, and saw the engine working. Thrasher 
was attending to the throshing machine, and 
Malcolm was attending to the engine—appar- 
ently having sole charge of it, When I was 
there, the glass wator gauge was on the boiler. 
The same evening Anson Thrasher told mo 
that thoy had had alittle blowing up in the 
afternoon, and that the water-guage had 
been blown off. 1 had the ongine 
working on my farm about two weeks 
before the accident. Malcolm then had charge 
of the engine snd Thrasher managed the ma. 
chine. Tho water was supplied by drawing 
it toa tank in barrels, and it was pumped from 
the tank into the boiler. When tke engine 
was at my farm the engiacer told me that the 
steam indicator was not correct and did not 
work properly—the result being that he could 
not tell how much steam he had op. The 
engine is owned by Mr, Owon Reed, Anson 
‘Thresher worked it on shares, and got two- 
fifths of What ho made for running it. Mal 
colm told me that he was omployed by Reed, 
When Malcolm told me of the defectiveness 
of the indicator I told him ho ought’ to be 
very careful how ho ran it. At my place 
Thrasher and Maloolm had a ttle dispute, 
and Thrashor waid that he knew as much 
sbout running an engine as Malcolm, and 
neored at Maloo'm on account of his not 
having papers to show that ho was a properly 
qualified enginoor. I saw Mr. Reod drawing 
ties out of the river last fall by means of this 
engine, My daughter Viola had just returned 
from achool and asked her mother if she might 
go over to her unclo’s to seo the engine work, 
Hor mother gave her permission, and the ex- 
plosion occurred about fifteen minutes lator. 

Daniel W, Faulknor, M.D., wes the next 
witness called. Ho testified as follows :—I 
ani a medical praotitiover rosiding in Foxboro ; 
I was sent for on the day of the explovion, 
about 6:35 am. When I arrived, I found 
Henry Gavan in the aitting-room, evideatly 
badly injured, and vomiting violently ; I also 
found little Helen Caldwell, who was aovorely 
soalded ; after examining the injuries of the 
ohild and administering = stimulant to Ga- 
van, I examined the dead bodies of Lloyd and 
Malcolm, and then went over to David Cald- 
well’s to noe the littlo girl who had boon killed, 
I found her laid out on a bed in a bedroom off 
the parlor, There were small wounds in hér 
face, which I think were vaused by small par- 
ticles from tho inside of the boiler ; thoro was 
shoa swelling onthechest I saw the ongino 
at work about » yoar ago at Mr, O, Reed's 
farm ; ho was working it himself, 

Potor D. Sills was tho noxt witness, Ho 
tostitied:-I reside in the Township of Thurlow, 
about half a mile from horo, I. was at tho 
scone of the explosion about twenty minutes 

after it took place, I heard the explosion 
from my place, When I got hero thoy wore 
jast picking up Lloyd from the place to which 
he had been blown and wore carrying him 
back totho barn, Malcolm had not yot been 
moved, After a fow minutos Malcolm, Lloyd 
acd Thrashor wero laid side by side on 
straw, all throo being dead. Viola Caldwell 
was removed to hor fathor's, By all appoar. 
ance, the engine had boon standing about 40 
feot in front of the barn, lt waw driven 30

The Late Dairy Markets. 


Cresk~ Another week has seen a still 
further accumalation of cheese in New York, 
aod that, too, of a quality which will be 
more and more difficult to disposo of as time 
goes on. No one, who has watched the course 
of the market in formor years, can doubt that 
the longer this piling up of stock in cold 
storage continues, the worse it will be for the 
market later in the season. As things look 
to us, it is only the desire to got hold of fine 
September stock which keeps prices up to the 
present standard So far as she amount of 
cheese for the year is concerned, thers will be 
enough and to spsre, such as itis, And even 
with such quantity as now exists, a largo 
share of the make would pass muster without 
ditiiculty, if she market was at all active. 
Tho fact is, however, that shippors are over- 
sensitive about quality, end the lerrt imper- 
fection, or what they consider a slight Isck in 
flavor, constitute excuses for claimwwg rejece 
tion or for a depreciation in price, This stook 
which is being stored must tell upon the 
market sooner or later, There is nono of it 
stock which can be sold at the highest price, 
It therefore becomes a dead weight, a depro- 
ciator of the general market, and after Sop- 
tember stock is out of the way, it must have 
anunfayorable influence. August cheese ix 
now selling at a big price, and those who do 
not close out there stocks at onco will have 
only themselves to blame if they have to take 
leas money for them by and by. It may be 
anid that a year ago cheese was solling as high 
as it is now, and that their neither was nor 
had been any unusual drouth, But neithor 
was there any stock put away in New York. 
Tho market was woll cleared up, there was a 
better foreign market as compared with the 
make, aod tho réceipts. were much lighter 
than they have been this fall. Compare for 
instance the receipts of this month during tho 
two years 105 1859 they were 260,881 boxes 
down to the present time ; in 1881 they have 
been 280,995 boxes—a difference of noarly 20,- 
000 boxes of excess for the current year. And 
this too under tho proteure of a terrible 
drouth ! But how about the «xports for this 
month? Why, lest yoarin Septembor there 
were exported 292,928 boxes, or 32,000 more 
than were received, 

On tho contrary, thie year thore have been 
sent ab oad ooly 201,486 boxes or nearly 80,- 
000 /ess than were received. Or, to put it in 
another way, the exports this year bave been 
about 91,500 lees for this month than than 
they wero last year. Such figures aa these 
indicate that the presvot market is one that 
cavnot te relied upon to Ii nd that itis 
asfer to rell than to hold. ica Herald.

Abortion in Cows, . 


“ : 

The lossos occasioned by this disease are at 
Some Seasons larger than others, A large num- 
ber of calyes are lost each se220p, but this does 
not reveal the full loss, for the heifer or cow 
is-injured as a breeding antmal. This is a loss 
which cannot be fully estimated, particularly 
when it ocours in first-class airy herda. We 
find these losses to a greater extent among 
our high-bred stock; have noticed common- 
bred cows exposed to eim'lar influences, some- 
times forming part of the same herd and treat- 
odin the same manner; yet while those of the 
inferior breed escape the high bred suffer. 1n 
treating this subject, H, N. Parvin, M, D, 
says this is doubtless caused by the natural 
,Weaknoas of the breedings orgapw *1i all /high- 

red atock, they boing more susceptible ‘of 
exciting influences, 

The results of abortion vary in accordance 
with tho stage in'the period of gestation. The 
farther advanced, the more extensive is the 
connection between the mother and the,fotus, 
When circumstances of an extraordiaary chi 
racter are productive of abortion, the effecté 
ar) in direct proportion to the stage at which 
it has been induced In early cases the sys- 
tem suffers but slightly, and ;interference is 
mainly required for the prevention of further 
diseasé among other animals. in more ad- 
vanced stages of pregnancy a great depression, 
or high febrile action, may. require strict at- 
tention, and in the latest, mal-position of the 
fetus, or closure of the os uteri (nesk of the 
womb), with’ a corresponding non-relation of 
the pelvic ligaments, eto., may occasion diffi- 
culty in the premature labor, or want of. tone 
in the uterus may retard the delivery. 

Abortion has for its origia numerous causes, 
among which some are very obscure, or at 
least have not been very satiafactorily demon- 
trated. Among the various causes of abor- 
tion in cows, inclading other domestic ani- 
mals, may be mentioned mechanical injuriés, 
over driving, undue éxcitement from various 
causes, innutritious and unsound or badly 
prepared food, stagoant and imphre water, 
rusty and musty hay, and especially ergot, or 
so-called apurred rye (sccale covdutum), Er- 
gotized graes seeds are not infrequently met 
with in our pastures. Aga cause of abortion 
it is very much overlooked, and yet it ia prob- 
ably more in!fuential than all other causes com-, 
bined. This product of vegetable diséase, on 
account of its being usually met within rye, 
has been given the name of spurred rye, But 
Wo have a similar <lisoare sppearing on the 
seeds of our grasscs, especially on the rye 
grass, and also the Hungarian grass, the méa- 
dow fescue grass, sweet-sented vernal grass, 
timothy grass, cto,, all possessing similar ox- 
citing powers upon the womb of those _pro- 
dnoed by tho ergot of rye. Swo conditions 
are necessary for the,production of this ergot 
upon the grass seeds, The firat is, the grass 

just be allowed to run to seed; and the 
second is that the olimate must be favorable 
for encouraging the eh eee the ergot, 
We find that on lend which has been ‘fed on 
during the summer, upless it has been grazed 
with unusual care, much of the grass throws 
up seed stalks and produces séeds. Ta parts, 
of the country where the climate is humid, 
tod rain abundant, as woll as in vory wet 
poasons, the: ods become liable to the 
rowth of rgot, Cattle appear to eat it 
and the result is that abortion 
pronds rapidly through the herd. Heifors 
ud cows, which, up to the appearanco of th 
ergot, have hold in calf, are excited to cast 
their calves by consuming it in their food, 
Abortion ocourting in the winter, or whon 
cows are stabled end fod cn hay, may be due 
to the presence io the hay of orgoity socds. 
The abortion having once commenced, wo 
know that tho peculiarly son itive condition 
af the breediog avimal will cause ita 
extonsiov, even whore the original causg 
may not in operation; buat their 
combined stion ~yonders the loss far 
more serious.

With the indicator, ingorroct, the 
water guage off, and tho ball at tno end of the 
lover of the saloty valve, 1 would consider 
rintding the qoigind aftrombly dangerous, 1 
would abt consider it dangerous to rao ap 
ongine withoat a water-guage, if the try-cocks 
were in proper condition, 1 think that theso 
portable ongines aro mado too light 
for the work’ they’ havo” to do, 
Tho reason they - ato tide’ 40 light prob- 
ably ie, that théy have to be taken about from 
place to place, One would have to pay more 
for a boilor with a thick plate than one with 
athin plate, When I worked tho engipe at 
threshing I novor ran hor at a highor prodsure 
than 60 pounds, As faras I know, all te 


experince that Malcolm Bad With ongioes was 
at tho Gas Houso, and running the boiler at 
the Dafvo House, I have heard that while 
at the Dafoo House be had bad luck with the 
boiler, the load plugs in the boiler being allow- 
ed to melt out, I did not recommend Maleolm’ 
to Reed as a competent engineer, When the 
engine was boing used for sawing, I ran it at 


a preasuro of 80 pounds, but nover above that, 
When the hand in the indicator is at 100, and 
tho stoam does not blow off, cithor the indi- 
cator or the safety-valvo ts out of order, orthe 
ball is beyond tho 100 pound notch, With a 
competent engineer I do not think it would be 
dangerous to ruo an ongi @ without a steam, 
guage ; be would only have to pay more atton- 
tion to his safoty-valve than he otherwire 
would, The svgine in question was a 12-horad 
power, but by motion itwould be made 14-hdreo 
power, Tho stays in the crown-plate wore 
put in by loft and right hand screws, and then 
riveted ; they were from 6 to 8 inches apart. 

Janus Casny tostitiod :—I reside near Geo, 
Caldwell’s farm, I was in his barn when the 
exploaion ocourred. Iwas about fifty feet 
from the evgine at tho time, {n the mow 
throwing down grain to feed tho thresher, 
About 2 o'clock I helped to move the engine 
further back from the barn, and was present 
when it commenced running’ sgain after that 
The ball on tho lovor of the safety-valve, wos 
about an inch anda balf from the end. About 
“half-past 5 tho bolt of the fanning mill broke," 
Shortly before this [heard Thrasher say to 
Malcolm, '‘Yuu must give us more steam.” 
About 15 minutes after the bolt broke the ox- 
plosion ocourred. Thrashor was standing in 
front df the cylinder, tightening loosa spikes 
whon the explos'on took place. He was 
caught between thé clesnor and engine. It 
was about twenty minutes after the explosion 
that I found him, lying under the oylinder 
and heap of straw. He waa thon dead. I 
got down from the mow and wont outside. 
‘The first thing I saw was little Viola Cald- 
well. I picked hor up, and hor head fell back 
ax if her neck was brokea, I brought) her 
into\the house and laid her 66 » bed. She 
was dead, At tho request of hor mother, I 
then carried her tothe house of her father, 
Dayid Coldwell. 1 then camo back’ to the 
aceno of the explosion. I heard Ceo. Cald- 
well say, “Poor Anee,”” (roferring to Thrash: 
or), “he can’t be found,” I then went into 
tho barn and pulled Thrasher from unde? the 
cylinder snd brought him ioto the open air. 
I hebped to carry Bloyd and Malcolm. from 
where they wore thrown, , On the day of the 
explosion I asked Malcolm if it Was safe to 
roo the ongine withont » water.guago, and he 
said, “If I watch it I oan run it.” 

Joseru Bryant testified: Iam a sawyor 
by tradé I worked list February with the 
engine,in question at Crookston station. We 
were then sawing lumber. Henry Bowden 
Was tho onginver, I consider that the. 
wotk wad too heavy for tho atrength of tho 
engine, b.cause it would occasionally lag. iu 
ite motion, The amount of pretsure used was 
80 pounds. I never noticed it avy higher, 
#he'80.th notch on'the lover ot the safety- 
valve was about the centre of the lever. 
Whenover the pressure got beyond that point 
the'steam would blow off. About five weeks 
ago I saw tho engine at work aud noticod that 
tho stoam-gaugo indicated 140 pounds of pres: 
sure, [asked Malcolm if the indicator was 
correct, land he said it was, I thon told him 
that if be did not take care ho would blow up 
tho boiler. He swore, and said that he know 
his business, I told-him that Inst year wo 
used to thrésh with only 60 pounds of prossuco 
and only required $0 for sawing. Ho said 
that ‘‘thoy were threshing’ this year, not 
playing around.” Ho also told mo that he 
had run'the éogine at as high a presauro. as 
155 pounds, and that his average steam was 
100 pounds, .Tho ball was thon at the extreme 
odd of the lever. About a wook aftorwards I 
told Reed of what I had seen. He said the 
indicator did not work right. 1 t-ld him that 
Maloolm told mo it did work right. Have 
soon the engine blow off steam about 20 times 
a day. 

Winctam Srits testified :—T am a neighbor 
of Mr. Osldwoll’s, I was progont at the thmo 
of tho explosion ; wea in tho straw mow, 
pitohing away straw. Whon I heard tho ox- 
plosion I came down from the mow and out 
of the baro. Tho first body I came to was 
that of Viola Caldwell, who was lying on hor 
sido quivering. 1 turned her face upwards, 
whoo my attention was drawn from hor by 
Goo. Coldwell calling fur aid for Lloyd and 
Moloolm, I assisted in conveying them back 
to the barn. Thoy were dead whon I Rot to 
them. Was horo the day before the advident, 
whon tho water-gaasgo broke, About noon 
Thtashor and Maloolm hada disputo, wher 
tho lattor was discharged. ‘Thravher ran tho 
pogibe himaelf from tho time Malcolm left up 
to tho time that tho wator-guago broke, when 
he stopped. Oo the day of the acviden*; whon 
wo started aboot 10 o'clook in the morning, I 
taw Thrasher move tho ball toward the ond 
of tho lover’ on the nafety-valye; then I 
saw him push it again, Before 
that the engine bad been running, but had 
stopped on mcount of threatened rain When 
the eogine started again, Maloolm was away 
in the fields, and Chrasher tired op, and puton
